East Bay 
teen’s Web 
‘hit list’ 
threatened 
gays

A Fremont high school freshman 
was suspended for five days last 
month for posting a*“hit list” 
on the Internet that threatened “fag¬ 
gots,” his parents, fellow students, 
teachers, and police. This week, po¬ 
lice said they planned to meet with 
parents who are concerned because 
the teenager has been allowed to re¬ 
turn to school. 

The Bay Area Reporter has ob¬ 
tained a copy of the list. It was vol¬ 
untarily removed from the boy’s Web 
site. 

“Alright [sic], there are a few peo¬ 
ple that hate me for no damn reason, 
and then there’s the faggots that re¬ 
ally just deserve to die and burn in 
the seventh layer of hell,” the Mission 
San Jose High School student’s one 
and a half page diatribe begins. “You 
know who you are, one day you may 
find a hunting knife carving a penta¬ 
gram in your back. So fuck you. I’ll 
see you in hell. This is in no specific 
order, but my parents are the first to 
die.” 

The ninth-grader goes on in his 
second paragraph to vent the anger 
he has for his parents for their “stu¬ 
pid high standards” and lashes out at 
his father who he says “beats the shit 
out of me for getting anything below 
an A.” 

After his parents, the teenager lists 
more than a dozen students, teach¬ 
ers, and police officers. In one para¬ 
graph, he names one of his class¬ 
mates and writes: “This faggot said I 
was Chinese, and expects me to apol¬ 
ogize to him for calling him a bitch. 

I think I’m going to rip his jaw out.” 
The freshman, who is Vietnamese 
American, lashed out at a second stu¬ 
dent for being “a bitch” and saying he 
was Chinese. 

The hit list ends with “you’re all 
gonna DIE!!! HAHAHA...” 

Fremont police Officer Ken 
Nance, who is assigned to the high 
school and was named in the hit list, 
told the B.A.R. that the school dis¬ 
trict’s hands are somewhat tied be¬ 
cause the boy never threatened any¬ 
one on school grounds and never e- 
mailed the hit list to anyone. Nance 
said a classmate of the boy had stum¬ 
bled on the list and alerted authori¬ 
ties. 

Several parents said they were 
concerned when the teen returned to 
school and said they feared authori¬ 
ties weren’t taking the threat serious¬ 
ly enough. Nance said he planned to 
reassure parents at the meeting he 
planned for this week. Nance added 
the school district is looking at other 
possible remedies they could take 
against the boy. ▼ 




Gay youth throws 
hat in the ring for 
District 6 supe race

H e’s here, he’s queer, he’s 23 years old. But 
Dennis Isner’s young age, according to 
the District 6 candidate for San Francis¬ 
co supervisor, should be an advantage, as he 
believes that his open mind and energy will 
no doubt benefit his would-be constituents. 

“The Board of Supervisors can be consid¬ 
ered a young board,” Isner told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “but it’s not young enough.” 

Isner, a four-year resident of the district, 
kicked off his candidacy for the seat last Sat¬ 
urday, May 27, with a small rally on the steps 
of City Hall and a walk through the Civic 
Center and Tenderloin. 

And while nobody has yet given him grief 
about his age, one thing is for certain: speak¬ 
ing to Isner is not only politically engaging - 
he is a former San Francisco Youth Commis¬ 
sion member once responsible for drafting 
legislation and negotiating policy - but re¬ 
freshing. 

To date, no incumbent supervisor lives in 
District 6, though Supervisor Leslie Katz has 
made noise about moving into the area. 

Isner - who lives in the Tenderloin - de¬ 
cided to run when an owner move-in eviction 
relocated him to the district, which he sees as 
“politically neglected.” 

“This is the most diverse district in the 
city,” said Isner, pointing out that District 6 in¬ 
cludes South of Market, the Tenderloin, parts 
of the Mission, and Treasure Island. 

“There’s a heavy Asian community within 
the Tenderloin. There’s a big Filipino com¬ 
munity in SOMA and downtown. And now 
there’s a huge surge of dot-coms living in lofts 
in SOMA, who aren’t necessarily very politi¬ 
cally active, and we need their input, too. It’s

important to encompass all of those needs 
and concerns.” 

No enemy to development, but no fan of 
haphazard construction, either, Isner’s plat¬ 
form includes a comprehensive plan for fu¬ 
ture building in the district. 

“When there are no brakes applied to de¬ 
velopment, we need to be looking at things 
like how it affects traffic, for one, and how the 
district is going to look when it’s all built. It’ll 
be a very different place. 

“District elections are a prime opportuni-

Davis 
vetoes 
family 
leave bill

W hile calling the Family Medical 
Leave Act “well-intentioned,” Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis vetoed the bill last 
Tuesday May 23, saying that the measure 
from state Senator Tom Hayden (D-Los An¬ 
geles) went too far, 
expanding current 
law to allow em¬ 
ployees to take un¬ 
paid leave to care 
for an ailing grand¬ 
parent, sibling, do¬ 
mestic partner, or - 
most problematic 
for the governor - 
even a roommate. 

Davis was harsh¬ 
ly criticized for the 
veto by at least one gay and lesbian rights 
group, which noted that if the bill had been 
signed, employees with domestic partners 
would have been able to use company sick 
leave when their partners became ill; others 
took a more equanimous approach. 

The bill, SBl 18, was not made a priority 
for passage by the California Alliance for Pride 
and Equality, the statewide lobbying group for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender rights, 
according to Executive Director Jean Harris. 

“We knew the governor was going to veto 
the bill,” commented Harris, adding that 
CAPE had not been tracking the bill closely. 
“He’s very willing to work with us on a do¬ 
mestic partnership bill [to include medical 
leave] next year.” 

Harris said she is concerned primarily 
with four “minor” domestic partnership 
bills now working their way through the 
Legislature with strong Democratic support. 

First introduced by Hayden in 1999, 
SBl 18 was amended several times before 
being passed this year through both houses 
of the Democratic-controlled Legislature on 
party line votes. It was co-sponsored on the 
Assembly side by openly lesbian Assembly-

Men wanted to fight breast cancer

M en, here’s your chance to 
take all that pride fever 
and put it into a woman’s 
issue. June, in addition to being 
known for gay pride, is Cancer 
Survivorship Month, and the 
Breast Cancer Fund is sponsoring 
a “Men At Work” campaign to re¬ 
cruit more men into the fight 
against breast cancer. 

“Every man has women in 
their lives who have been struck 
by this disease,” according to 
Michael Mazzaferro, chair of the 
Men at Work project. 

The Men at Work campaign 
kicks off with a mid-day march 
this Wednesday, June 7, in down¬ 
town San Francisco. Corporations 
and organizations are encouraged 
to organize employee groups to 
take part in the rally. 

The march will begin at 11:30 
a.m. at 345 California Street and 
proceed down California Street to 


Justin Herman Plaza. At noon, 
there will be an informative and 
entertaining program hosted by 
KISS radio morning show host 
and “Voice of the Giants,” Renel. 
Joining her will be K101 morning 
deejay Don Bleu. 

Official grand marshals for the 
parade are Mayor Willie Brown 
and City Attorney Louise Renne. 
Also joining the march will be 
Glide Memorial United Methodist 
Church leader, the Reverend Cecil 
Williams, and labor leader Walter 
Johnson. Expect performances 
from legendary slide guitarist Roy 
Rogers and singer/songwriter 
Shana Morrison. Circling the 
plaza will be exhibit booths, food 
vendors, and information about 
breast cancer efforts in the Bay 
Area, a region with one of the 
highest rates in the country for the 
disease. The public is invited and 
encouraged to attend the march 
and activities. 

Men at Work launches with a 
poster campaign that will be dis¬ 


played all over the Bay Area, featur¬ 
ing the faces of Brown, Williams, 
Johnson, Rogers, KPIX TV’s Dave 
McElhatton and San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants’ manager Dusty Baker, all call¬ 
ing for men to stand with them in 
the fight against breast cancer. 

The Breast Cancer Fund is a 
national nonprofit organization 
whose mission is to end breast 
cancer through research, policy, 
and action. The fund creates 
awareness through events, art ex¬ 
hibits, films, and cutting-edge ad¬ 
vocacy; local residents may be fa¬ 
miliar with the group’s earlier pro¬ 
ject, “Obsessed with Breasts,” a 
controversial ad campaign that 
parodied fashion and perfume ads 
by depicting beautiful young 
models with mastectomy scars.

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Badlands bar reopens

IP® or the first time since the 
ip Phoenix bar closed in 1996, 
9 there’s a second place to 
dance in the Castro. The new Bad¬ 
lands bar reopened in time for the 
Memorial Day weekend, sporting 
an upscale high-tech look, and 
bearing absolutely no resemblance 
to the old Badlands. 

A circular dance floor with a 
spaceship-like motif replaced the 
wood tables and benches in the 
back. The license plate-clad wood¬ 
en walls are gone, replaced with 
brick and steel. Music videos play 
in monitors set up everywhere in 
the club. 

Noise wary neighbors have 
thwarted other attempts by bar 
owners to put in a dance floor. 
Patrick Batt, the president of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro told the Bay Area Reporter 
that Badlands’ owner, Les Natali, 
did his homework by conducting 
outreach to neighbors to address 
their noise concerns. Batt said he 
testified before the San Francisco 
Planning Commission of the big 
demand for another dance bar in 
the Castro. 

Badlands was redesigned with 
an eye towards minimizing noise

impact on neighbors. Its video 
dance floor is in the back of the 
building, in a separate room from 
the front bar. The front is no loud¬ 
er than Badlands was before it was 
remodeled. 

Natali, who also owns the Patio 
Cafe, purchased Badlands from 
Frank McGrady in 1998. McGrady 
had owned the landmark 18th 
Street bar for 21 years. 

Understandably, there were a 
few glitches during the club’s 


opening. On Monday night, the 
music went silent for a minute or 
two as the veejay tried to figure 
out how to restart the music video 
system. A few minutes later, an 
alarm bell went off. After a few 
stops and starts, employees finally 
silenced it. 

Opening glitches aside, given 
the long lines and appreciative 
crowds inside, Badlands is well on 
its way to becoming one of the 
biggest draws in the Castro. T 


ACT UP/SF members remain at large

W hen the AIDS organiza¬ 
tion Project Inform re¬ 
cently decided to go to 
the mat with ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco - obtaining temporary re¬ 
straining orders against five mem¬ 
bers of the HIV/AIDS dissident 
group, and then pressing criminal 
assault and trespassing charges 
against four of the same individ¬ 
uals - Project Inform and its at¬ 
torneys at first assumed that the 
wheels of justice were in motion. 

However, it seems they under¬ 
estimated the anarchists’ willing¬ 
ness to evade the law, as well as the 
low-priority status the case would 
be given by San Francisco law en¬ 
forcement officials. 

At press time, more than two 
weeks after the arrest warrants 
were issued for ACT UP/San 
Francisco members David 
Pasquarelli, Andrea Lindsay, Jason 
“Todd” Swindell, and Michael 
Bellefountaine, the four were still 
at large. 

Speaking to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on May 16, Hallinan’s 
spokesman Fred Gardner said that 
although arrest warrants had been 
issued, the D.A. and St. Pierre had 
agreed that the four would “turn 
themselves in voluntarily” to the 
San Francisco Police Department 
on the following Monday, May 22, 


to face the criminal charges. 

But the four failed to honor the 
agreement. 

Reached Tuesday afternoon, 
May 30, Gardner was not able to 
confirm whether the D.A.’s office 
had yet notified the SFPD that the 
ACT UP/San Francisco members 
had broken their agreement to 
surrender themselves. 

SFPD Inspector Lea Militello, 


who had conducted the investiga¬ 
tion of the April 17 public forum 
when the alleged trespassing and 
assaults took place, said that be¬ 
cause the criminal charges are 
misdemeanors, police officers are 
not likely to “break down their 
doors.” 

“But if it’s not done,” Militello 
said, “then I’ll take responsibility 
to pick them up myself.” ▼

1 JL hen Paul Monette lost his 
lover Roger Horwitz to 
W W AIDS, he wrote Borrowed 
Time: an AIDS Memoir, which was 
hailed by USA Today in 1988 as 
“one of the most eloquent works 
to come out of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic.” He also established a trust in 
his late lover’s name to provide 
money to writers, film and video 
artists, scholars, researchers, and 
organizations that work to com¬ 
bat homophobia. 

Monette died of AIDS in 1995, 
but his trust - now the Mon- 
ette/Horwitz Trust - lives on. 

This year’s recipients of the 
Monette/Horwitz Trust include 
Dr. Gregory Herek, who received 
the $5,000 prize for the Distin¬ 
guished Achievement Award, and 
James Naylor Green, Robin Podol¬ 
sky and Dr. Yolanda Retter, the 
winners of the $2,500< Emerging 
Scholar Awards. 

Herek, a professor of psycholo¬ 
gy at the University of California 
at Davis, is honored for his 
groundbreaking research on prej¬ 
udice against the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, hate crimes statistics, and 
AIDS-related stigma. In 1992 he 
co-edited Hate Crimes: Con¬ 
fronting Violence Against Lesbians 
and Gay Men, contributing his 
own writing to at least six of the 
book’s 18 chapters. In 1995, he 
edited AIDS, Identity, and Com¬ 
munity: HIV and Lesbians and 
Gay Men. And In 1998, he was 
named executive editor of the se¬ 
ries Contemporary Perspectives in 
Lesbian and Gay Psychology, pub¬ 
lished by the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association.

Steve Burke, who’s 
been with Cheer SF for the last 10 
years, said the squad has appeared 
at Santa Cruz Pride for nine years 
running. “The festival’s main stage 
is erected to meet the team’s 
dance, tumbling, and pyramid¬ 
building space needs,” Burke said. 

Cheer SF will be joined in the 
pre-festival parade down Pacific 
Avenue by the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Band. Santa 
Cruz’s 25th annual parade kicks 


off at 11 a.m. Burke said a “gener¬ 
ous portion” of donations collect¬ 
ed by the group during the event 
will be given to the Santa Cruz 
AIDS Project as part of the cheer¬ 
leader’s Cheer for Life campaign. 

Cheer SF heads south again 
next Sunday, June 11, for appear¬ 
ances at San Jose’s Pride event. 
The team will tumble' its way 
down Market Street in the South 
Bay city during the parade that 
starts at 9:30 a.m. and take to the 
main stage at Guadalupe Park for 
a 2 p.m. performance. The Cheer 
for Life campaign recipient will be 
the Billy de Frank Center. This is 
the fourth trip to San Jose for the 
group, which in the past has taken 
home honors for best marching 
unit. 

Later this month, Cheer SF will 
celebrate its 20th anniversary with 
a performance at San Francisco’s 
Pride event. ▼

TG task force meets today

Hip he first meeting of the city- 
chartered Transgender Civil 
1 Rights Implementation 
Task Force will be held tonight 
(Thursday, June 1) at 5:30 p.m. in 
San Francisco City Hall, room 
278. The meeting is open to the 
public. 

The task force will oversee im¬ 
plementation of systemic policy 
recommendations in six major 
areas in San Francisco: employ¬ 
ment, hate violence, law enforce¬ 


ment, housing, public accommo¬ 
dations and social services, and 
medical care. 

Of the 17 members, 11 were 
appointed by the Board of Super¬ 
visors and three were chosen by 
the city’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion. The remaining three are 
being appointed by Mayor Willie 
Brown. 

Supervisor Mark Leno au¬ 
thored the resolution creating the 
task force, which will be adminis¬ 
tered by his office.

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Club defends aggressive 
security at circuit party

T he management of the 1015 
Folsom nightclub is defend¬ 
ing itself from allegations 
club security went too far in en¬ 
forcing a new strict zero tolerance 
drug policy at the gay circuit 
party, Mass. 

At least a half dozen people 
waiting in line for Mass were ar¬ 
rested Sunday night, May 28, by 
1015 Folsom security. Those arrest¬ 
ed were turned over to San Francis¬ 
co police, taken to jail, and booked 
on drug possession charges. 

A friend of one of the men 
who was arrested supports the 
club’s efforts to keep drugs out but 
believes employees were too ag¬ 


gressive in their searches. “I had a 
finger up my ass, and in my 
crotch,” Thomas Morelli told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

1015 Folsom personnel strong¬ 
ly disputed that account. The 
club’s general manager, Brooks 
Pettus, said his security officers 
never touch a customer’s crotch 
area. He said the club strictly fol¬ 
lows police search procedure. That 
includes patting down the inside 
of a patron’s leg and down to the 
small of the back. Pettus said he 
employs undercover officers who 
watch for drug use inside the club 
to catch people who may try to 
smuggle drugs in their crotch or 
in another way that would be un¬ 
detected by searches. 

Pettus said the club warns pa¬ 


trons verbally and with posted 
signs that they will be searched and 
arrested if they are found with 
drugs. He faxed a copy of the warn¬ 
ing sign to the B.A.R.: “To enter 
this facility you will have to consent 
to a search. Anyone in possession 
of controlled substances will be 
turned over to the police.” 

Dave Helm, 1015’s security di¬ 
rector, said some of those in line 
first consented to be searched and 
then withdrew their consent when 
they apparently believed the secu¬ 
rity officer was close to discover¬ 
ing drugs. Those customers, he 
said, were allowed to walk away. 

Morelli said he is concerned 
many club patrons aren’t aware 
they have the right to insist a

mmm. 

On one hand, it’s a 
chance to be on television, 
in print advertising, and on the 
Internet as part of an HIV pre¬ 
vention campaign. 

Better World Advertising is seek¬ 
ing gay and bisexual men and trans¬ 
genders who are HIV-positive to 
appear in commercials that declare, 
“HIV Stops With Me.” Auditions are 
lune 4 and 5 at a nearby location re¬ 
vealed by calling the ad agency and 
interviewing over the phone. 

On the other hand, the com¬ 
mercial’s message - that “gay and 
bisexual men have the power to 
stop the epidemic in the city,” ac¬ 
cording to BWA’s Risha Hess - 
might be interpreted as assigning 
blame to transmission, and the 


ad’s tactics may leave little room 
for anything but swearing to be 
100 percent perfect. 

“We will be talking to HIV- 
positives about their commit¬ 
ments and strategies to stop the 
spread of the disease,” said Hess. 

The ads - funded by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention - will probably not favor 
“lower-risk activities,” so unless 
those featured are ready to tell the 
world that they are either celibate 
or wrapped head-to-toe in latex, 
appearing in a broadcast could 
backfire on their lives. 

But for those who are indeed 
human condoms and don’t mind 
taking some of the responsibility 
for the spread of AIDS, this is a 
chance to bask in more than 15 
minutes of fame. 

The broadcast ads will air dur¬ 
ing prime time - probably during 


Will & Grace, according to Hess, 
and they will be complemented by 
newspaper, magazine, billboard, 
and Internet ad campaigns. 

People of all shapes, sizes, ages, 
and ethnicities are welcome to au¬ 
dition. No acting experience is 
necessary. 

“Prevention methods usually 
target people who are negative,” 
according to Hess. “But people 
aren’t out of the picture once 
they’re diagnosed, so this is an im¬ 
portant way for them to be a part 
of prevention, too. The gay and bi¬ 
sexual population in San Francisco 
just happens to be the largest pop¬ 
ulation affected by the disease.” ▼

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When in Rome... 


T he lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community in Rome - and by 
extension around the world - is under 
assault by the Catholic Church and Italy’s 
powerful neo-fascist movement over the 
planned World Pride Roma event set for 
July 1-9 in the Italian city. After years of 
planning and securing necessary permits, 
recent developments have left the event in 
limbo as Vatican leaders have stepped up 
opposition to the event, thanks in part to 
San Francisco’s own Archbishop William 
Levada. The archbishop has spoken to Ital¬ 
ian media outlets, creating a wave of fear 
among people there by implying that LGBT 
people will get out of control. That World 
Pride coincides with the Catholic Church’s 
planned Jubilee celebrations set for the same 
time during the Holy Year called by Pope 
John Paul II has added fuel to the fire of 
those opposing the gay pride celebration, 
which includes conferences on human 
rights and a pride march through central 
Rome. It has been reported that Levada has 
even sent a video to his fellow Catholic lead¬ 
ers that purportedly contains footage of past 
San Francisco gay Pride Parades - the only 
problem is that it doesn’t. According to 
Americans who are in Rome helping orga¬ 
nizers plan for next month’s event and have 
seen portions of the video aired on the 
evening news, the video contains scenes 
from other San Francisco celebrations, in¬ 
cluding past Halloween festivities. 

LGBT San Franciscans know all too well 
about Levada and his tactics; after all, this is 
the archbishop who last year tried - and 
failed - to shut down the Sisters of Perpet¬ 
ual Indulgence’s 20th anniversary celebra¬ 
tion that fell on Easter Sunday. Aaid mem¬ 
bers of the Diocese of San Francisco gay- 
baited the electorate at the expense of Board 
of Supervisors President Tom Ammiano 
during his unsuccessful race for mayor last 
fall. Levada last month told an Italian news¬ 
paper that the city’s gay Pride Parade goes 
past St. Mary’s Cathedral - a flagrant mis¬ 
statement - in a further attempt to inflame 
passions about the upcoming Rome cele¬ 


bration. He later said the comments attrib¬ 
uted to him were inaccurate. 

On Monday, Rome’s mayor withdrew the 
city’s sponsorship of World Pride Roma, 
which came a day after a top Italian cardinal 
appealed to city officials to move the 
event elsewhere. That development 
had other Italian officials speak¬ 
ing out in opposition to the deci- . 
sion. “It’s a matter of deciding if 
Italy is a lay country, free and de¬ 
mocratic, or it’s a Vatican serfdom,” 
said Franco Grillini, who heads a nation¬ 
al government commission dealing with 
equal opportunity matters. 

The International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission is calling on LGBT 
people and other supporters of freedom of 
expression to participate in demonstrations 
today (Thursday, June 1) at Italian diplo¬ 
matic posts around the world. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, the rally is set for 11 a.m. at the Italian 


Consulate, 2590 Webster Street. IGLHRC is 
asking for LGBT solidarity in working with 
Italian activists who are calling on Rome 
Mayor Francesco Rutelli to live up to his 
earlier promise to give World Pride its per¬ 
mits and money that the city promised back 
in January. 

The present Italian government is 
increasingly intimidated by Vatican 
and rightist agitation that is creating a 
climate of fear and intolerance in 
Rome. World Pride Roma must go for¬ 
ward, and organizers are working to 
^ make that happen. We urge con¬ 
cerned readers to take part in 
today’s San Francisco demon¬ 
stration, to show support for a 
pride event that’s been years in 
the making and had had government sup¬ 
port. We should unite to confront this new¬ 
found alliance between conservative forces 
in the Vatican and right-wing extremists in 
the Italian government. T 




Exercise your mind

fg ust about every day, it seems, someone 
! proudly announces to me that she or he 
lif has signed up to do some walk, run, or 
mountain climb to raise money for “the fight 
against breast cancer.” Because these folks 
know that I’m both a woman living with 
breast cancer and a breast cancer activist, I 
think they expect me to be deliriously happy 
at their effort. But I’m not. These events are 
merely part of the breast cancer industry’s 
new crusade to get thousands of people to 
sign up for activities without thinking too 
much - or at all - about the consequences of 
what they are doing. 

The objective of these adventures is quite 
broad: to raise money for breast cancer. I 
don’t know how much money all of these 
events together raise, and I don’t think any¬ 
one does. But the amount raised in just one 
walk is probably a good indicator of how big 
the money pot is: The Avon Breast Cancer 3- 
Day walk from Los Angeles to Santa Barbara, 
California, in 1998 raised $7,793,000. As¬ 
suming that the Avon 3-Days subsequently 
held in three other cities raised as much, 
that’s over $31 million “for breast cancer” 
last year alone. And this year the event has 
expanded further to include Boston, San 
Francisco, and Washington, D.C. 

But there is less to this story than meets 
the eye. In terms of who participates, how the 
money is raised, how much is distributed, 
and which services are funded, the Avon 
walks are a striking example of the way cor¬ 
porations play on legitimate concerns about 
breast cancer to get people to do things that 
are far less meaningful than they appear. 

To register for an Avon walk, you have to 
be at least 17 years of age, have health insur¬ 
ance, and agree to raise (or donate) $1,800 
before the walk starts. While Avon also solic¬ 
its corporate sponsorships, the vast majority 
of the funds are raised through individual 


pledges. In the Los Angeles-Santa Barbara 
walk, more than $7 million was raised by the 
walkers. In exchange, participants get to walk 
15 to 25 miles a day, sleep in tents, and have 
the wonderful sense of accomplishing some¬ 
thing very difficult with other people who are 
equally committed to the cause. 

This method of fund-raising - requiring 
participants in the event to raise a consid¬ 
erable amount of money - proved suc¬ 
cessful with the California AIDS Ride 
Presented by Tanqueray and is now 
used by a number of breast cancer 
outdoor adventures. The entry fee 
(and, in the case of the Avon walks, 
the health insurance requirement) 
are powerful barriers to the par¬ 
ticipation of any but the 
most privileged in society. 

While poor women might 
well benefit as much from 
the physical exercise and camaraderie that 
comes out of these strenuous physical 
events, the entry requirements are prohibi¬ 
tive for them. 

There is also the question of how the $7.79 
million dollars raised in the L.A. walk was dis¬ 
tributed. As it turns out, only $5.02 million 
went to breast cancer organizations. The rest 
- 36 percent of the money raised - was spent 
on what the event producer characterizes as 
“walker support,” administrative (including 
the producer’s fee), and marketing expenses. 
That means that for every dollar a walker re¬ 
ceives in pledges, less than 65 cents gets any¬ 
where near a breast cancer organization. 
Whether you are a walker asking for pledges 
or a person who has pledged funds to support 
a walker, wouldn’t it make far more sense to 
give your dollars directly to the breast cancer 
organizations you want to support? 

Finally, there’s the issue of what programs 
benefit from the funds that do end up at 
breast cancer organizations. Until this year, 
Avon distributed the net proceeds (the 
amount left over after the event producer’s 


expenses and fees are paid) to the National 
Alliance of Breast Cancer Organizations 
(NABCO). For a fee (a spokesperson declined 
to disclose the amount), NABCO redistrib¬ 
uted the remaining funds to organizations 
promoting “breast health” awareness for un¬ 
derserved women. (Starting this year, Avon 
distributed the money directly and they’ve 
added funds to medical research. Avon also 
gave a $1 million grant to NABCO.) 

What this amounts to is millions of dol¬ 
lars devoted to encouraging women to do 
breast self-exams and to get 
mammograms and clinical 
breast exams. None of the funds 
may be used for actual screen¬ 
ing; the money can only be used 
for programs that en¬ 
courage women to get 
screening. And not a 
dime can be used to make 
sure that these underserved women get 
treatment if it turns out they have breast 
cancer. In fact, I’m not aware of any outdoor 
adventure that raises money to make sure 
women who have breast cancer get treat¬ 
ment. Nor is any of the funding guaranteed 
to be paid to organizations in the commu¬ 
nities where the walks take place. 

Indeed, it is our turn. Make a difference; 
change the course of history. Think before 
you agree to do (or sponsor someone for) an 
outdoor fund-raising adventure. Ask where 
the money will end up, and refuse to support 
events if you can’t get the answer to that ques¬ 
tion or if the answer you get doesn’t suit you. 
Then, if you’re inclined to walk for the cause, 
put on your sneakers and head to a local 
breast cancer organization to volunteer. ▼

I am disappointed that Wayne Friday, in his May 
25 column under the headline, “Battle on for control 
of next Congress,” neglected to mention one of the 
best prospects for Democrats to pick up a congres¬ 
sional seat, the 49th district here in San Diego.

Two sides to every coin 

In response to the guest opinion, letter, and article 
regarding Ark of Refuge that were printed in the May 
4 and 11 issues. 

I am a resident of the Castro area who attended all 
the public meetings from the very first one: the one 
where Supervisors Mark Leno and Leslie Katz tried to 
push through a 24-hour shelter without notifying all 
the neighbors concerned. That very first meeting was 
filled with many upset residents who did not know of 
the meeting until the same day it occurred. 

What I am concerned most about is why is Ark of 
Refuge the only service provider willing to run this 
future adult residential facility? 

Ark of Refuge ran the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center as an emergency drop-in shelter during the 
winter months of 1999 that left a very bad feeling in 
the neighborhood. Even now, over a year after the 
EVRC emergency shelter was closed, there are still nu¬ 
merous problems in the neighborhood and some (not 
all) are a result of last winter in addition to the trans¬ 
porting of the targeted group to the temporary shel¬ 
ter at 27th and Church, to and from EVRC. The Noe 
Valley residents are not seeing any of the problems the 
Castro experiences because they are being averted by 
the youth being transported to them, so the magnet 
effect is not occurring in their neighborhood. 

After the EVRC shelter closed, neither Ark of 
Refuge nor City Hall have done much to help clean 
up the area. We have been lied to before and I per¬ 
sonally do not trust anything that either Ark of Refuge 
or Supervisor Leno may have to say regarding this 
matter. 

If Ark of Refuge or Supervisor Leno would apolo¬ 
gize for some of the mishaps that did occur and try 
to help resolve and clean things up, maybe then there 
would not be such despair. To this date, they both 
deny there was anything wrong and that all went 
smoothly as far as they were concerned. 

As for the guest opinion in defense of the Ark, the 
writers start off by attacking the relatively recent in¬ 
flux of wealth into the neighborhood. This has noth¬ 
ing to do with a qualified service provider. It’s a fact 
that the Castro has been an affluent neighborhood for 
many, many years. It has always been a high-priced 
area that was not always affordable by everyone. Don’t 
go blaming people who have worked hard and are 
prospering for the despair of others. San Francisco as 
a whole is having a booming economy, prospering in 
every way as well as real estate values that are sky¬ 
rocketing. The cost of living in San Francisco is 
among the highest of any city in the entire country. 
You blame those who have prospered, but why not put 
some of the real blame on some of the senseless 
spending methods by City Hall and the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. Like the recent vote that our supervisors 
took to have private offices in their districts, as Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano wanted. If it had passed, that 
would have been 11 offices costing the city $8,580,000. 
Why doesn’t Ammiano take the money he wanted to 
spend on himself and the other supervisors and help 
the homeless and needy? The city just spent close to 
$300 million retrofitting and refurbishing City Hall 
and I agree with Supervisor Barbara Kaufman, that’s 
where their offices should be. 


In closing, I would like to see an adult residential 
facility work in the Castro area, but I am wondering if 
2500 Market Street is still the right place. If we can find 
a qualified service provider that feels the facility itself 
is workable, a service provider that will not only care 
for the targeted group, but who also cares about the 
neighborhood, the surrounding neighbors and busi¬ 
nesses that will be affected, then let’s move forward. 

Most importantly, we need a service provider who 
is willing to work with the neighborhood as well as 
take action should trouble start to happen. We need a 
service provider that won’t make excuses nor wait till 
it’s too late to fix the problem and in turn let the mag¬ 
net effect take place.

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State GOP turning its 
back on Quackenbush

arely two years ago state In¬ 
surance Commissioner 
Chuck Quackenbush, hav¬ 
ing easily just won re-election in 
1998, looked to California Repub¬ 
lican Party members like an ex¬ 
ceptionally attractive candidate 
for either governor or U.S. senator 
in 2002. Being one of only two Re¬ 
publicans to survive the Democ¬ 
ratic landslide in the state - along 
with Secretary of State Bill Jones 
- Quackenbush, with his easy re- 
election, his movie-star good 
looks, youth, and easily-recogniz- 
able name, was almost a sure bet 
to be the GOP nominee against 
Governor Gray Davis the 
next time around, partic¬ 
ularly since Jones ceased 
to become a Republican 
Party favorite because he 
bolted George W. 

Bush earlier this year 
to back John Mc¬ 
Cain’s ill-fated 
presidential 
candidacy. 

Though never 
really personally popular with 
many in his party - some thought 
him to be aloof, if not arrogant - 
it was Quackenbush that opera¬ 
tives within the state GOP 
thought might possibly get the 
Republicans back on the winning 
track as they looked to the 2002 
elections. 

Not any more. Having curried 
favor with some of the large in¬ 
surance companies that he was in 
fact elected to regulate, Quacken¬ 
bush is accused of having accept¬ 
ed millions in donations, in lieu of 
fines, with the money having 
ended up in the bank accounts of 
foundations that the insurance 
commissioner himself established. 
Much of the money apparently 
went to political consultants who 
then produced high-priced televi¬ 
sion commercials featuring 
Quackenbush, and some of the 
so-called fines allegedly went to 
organizations that had nothing to 
do with earthquake damage or the 
victims for which it was intended. 

Quackenbush is now the focus 
of investigations by the state Sen¬ 
ate, the state attorney general, and 
the Fair Political Practices Com¬ 
mission. The attorney general’s 
probe of Quackenbush’s activities 
involves alleged civil violations 
though several criminal investiga¬ 
tors are also looking at the actions 
of the commissioner’s office. 

Is the California Republican 
Party now rushing to the defense 
of their once-promising political 
star? No way. Indeed, most of the 
state GOP officials now believe 
Quackenbush is political toast. 
None of the GOP machinery has 
come forward as of yet to defend 
Quackenbush, and many are said 
to be quietly urging him to resign, 
saving himself and the party any 
further embarrassment. 

Quackenbush and his political¬ 
ly-connected wife, are, of course, 
claiming that he is the victim of a 
Democratic Party-inspired “polit¬ 
ical witch-hunt.” Despite blaming 
others for his political problems, 
some Republicans in Sacramento 
will tell you that it was Quacken¬ 
bush’s ignorance, if not his self- 
promoting dishonesty, that 
brought on his current political 
problems. Indeed, GOP state Sen¬ 
ator Ray Haynes of Riverside, 
one of the most partisan Republi¬ 


cans in Sacramento, last week 
publicly stated that “in politics, 
there is the Evil Party and the Stu¬ 
pid Party - Quackenbush is a 
card-carrying member of the Stu¬ 
pid Party.” Haynes stopped short, 
however, of saying that the com¬ 
missioner had done anything ille¬ 
gal or of asking for his resignation. 

Others within the GOP, how¬ 
ever, are less charitable, with some 
saying that if the combatant com¬ 
missioner keeps stalling, attempt¬ 
ing to blame subordinates for his 
growing problems, or continues to 
refuse to cooperate with the Sen¬ 
ate Insurance Committee when he 
responds to a June 5 subpoena 
that it issued to him, some of these 
Republicans might support 
impeachment efforts 
against the once rising 
star of their party. 

To be sure, some 
Sacramento Republi¬ 
cans, realizing that 
their state party is al¬ 
ready in deep enough 
water, have ap¬ 
parently had it 
with what they 
see as Quack¬ 
enbush’s sleazy politics and his 
weeks in Sacramento are report¬ 
edly numbered. 

Not to worry. I’m sure some 
big insurance company, ever in his 
debt, would be happy to offer 
Quackenbush a lofty, six-figure 
salary anytime he is ready to face 
the fact that he likely no longer 
has a future in elective politics. 

Politics and people 

Southern California will be 
host this summer to at least three 
national nominating conventions 
- the Democratic Party will for¬ 
mally nominate Vice President AI 
Gore for president at its Los An¬ 
geles convention in August; the 
national Reform Party likely will 
pick Patrick Buchanan as its 
standard-bearer in Long Beach in 
late July; and the national Liber¬ 
tarian Party will probably nomi¬ 
nate Harry Browne, its 1996 
nominee, at its four-day conven¬ 
tion in Anaheim at the end of this 
month (June 29-July 3).

Look for state Senator Jackie 
Speier (D-San Mateo), the chair 
of the powerful Senate Insurance 
Committee, currently probing the 
beleaguered Chuck Quacken¬ 
bush’s problems, to run for that 
very insurance commissioner post 
in 2002. 

San Francisco County court 
officials, still short some half 
dozen judges, are patiently await¬ 
ing Governor Gray Davis’s judi¬ 
cial appointments here. 

Supervisor Leland Yee to kick 
off his campaign for supe in Dis¬ 
trict 4 this Saturday, June 3, at a 
noon kickoff rally at the Sunset 




Rec Center, 28th 8< Lawton (978- 
0915 for info); Yee likely will face 
tough competition from popular 
political consultant Tom Hsieh 
Jr. 

And Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein’s gay and lesbian supporters 
holding a cocktail party fundrais¬ 
er for the senator tonight (June 1, 
6-8 p.m.) at the home of Michael 
Acabado and Michael Dom- 
browski at 160Yerba Buena, with 
special guest actress/Broadway 
star Rita Moreno ($250; 705- 
8711 for info). 

Incidentally, San Francisco’s 
Parkside Elementary School will 
soon be renamed for the popular 
Feinstein, a longtime San Francis¬ 
co resident and former mayor, 
thanks to a proposal by school 
board member Juanita Owens. 

Meanwhile, San Francisco 
school teachers, long underpaid, 
were less than thrilled to learn that 
the school board would be paying 
the newly hired district superin¬ 
tendent, Arlene Ackerman, re¬ 
cruited from Washington, D.C., an 
attractive $197,000 annual salary, 
plus expenses; Ackerman reports 
to work August 1. 

And speaking of big money - 
really big money, the same night 
that the Democratic Party raised 
that whopping $26.5 million at a 
party in D.C. last week, the na¬ 
tional Republicans held a similar 
party a few blocks away where 
they picked up a piddling $14 mil¬ 
lion, following a GOP party last 
month where they raised another 
$21.3 million - yep, “it’s the econ¬ 
omy, stupid!” (and what an econ¬ 
omy it must be). 

The highest court of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church (U.S.A.) ruled 
last week that the denomination’s 
constitution does not prevent’ 
ministers from blessing same-sex 
unions so long as it is clear that 
the ceremony is in no way compa¬ 
rable to a traditional marriage. 
The court also ruled that the de¬ 
nomination’s laws do not bar 
openly gay people from seeking 
the ministry. Once a candidate for 
the ministry is ordained, however, 
Presbyterian Church law requires 
“fidelity in marriage or chastity in 
singleness.” 

George W. Bush claims to be 
“pro-life”? Since January 17,1995, 
the day he took office as governor 
of Texas, 127 prisoners have been 
executed in his state, or an average 
of one execution every two weeks; 
and Dubya says he has “full confi¬ 
dence” that every last one of them 
was guilty and deserving of their 
fate. 

Worried that Bush will be the 
next president of the United 
States? So am I, but Al Gore and 
his advisors keep saying this is far 
from over and assured Democrat¬ 
ic leaders last week that this cam¬ 
paign only truly gets serious after 
the nominating conventions. For 
that matter, it is true that some of 
those very pollsters who now have 
Bush ahead still say that they 
think Gore will emerge the even¬ 
tual winner in November. Go fig¬ 
ure. 

Famed lesbian comedy star 
Ellen DeGeneres might not 
make it as grand marshal of the 
June 25 San Francisco Pride Pa¬ 
rade, but she will be appearing in 
concert that evening at the Luther 
Burbank Center in Santa Rosa and 
a lot of her local fans will be in at¬ 
tendance (707-546-3600 for tix 
and info).

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Don’t be fooled 
by Al Gore hoopla

« « M ith increasing frequency 
and intensity, some gay 
WW groups and leaders will 
try to work us into a lather over 
the presidential candidacy of Al 
Gore. But Gore isn’t worth the 
contrived excitement. 

Like Bill Clinton, he has 
smothered us with soothing 
words but has delivered little sub¬ 
stance. On issue after issue, he is 
either indistinguishable from his 
Republican opponent, or takes a 
sympathetic-sounding stand on 
important matters on which he 
has no credibility, or supports 
measures that are no more than 
pleasant gestures. 

On gay marriage, Gore’s posi¬ 
tion is identical to George W. 
Bush’s: both candidates oppose it. 
But since Gore has helped imple¬ 
ment his opposition to gay mar¬ 
riage, his actual record is worse 
than Bush’s. 

Gore supported (and still sup¬ 
ports) the Defense of Marriage 
Act, the 1996 law that bars federal 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riages. DOMA has inspired 
dozens of “little DOMA” laws at 
the state level as legislators take 
advantage of its provision allow¬ 
ing states to refuse to recognize 
same-sex marriages performed 
elsewhere. That has meant state- 
by-state guerrilla warfare, putting 
gay civil rights groups on the de¬

fensive across the country. Gore’s 
pious announcement that he now 
opposes these little DOMA pro¬ 
posals, like California’s recent 
Proposition 22, is more than we 
should have to sit still for. 

With so many choices, it’s hard 
to say what the most shameful 
moment of the Clinton-Gore ad¬ 
ministration has been on gay is¬ 
sues. If it wasn’t DOMA, per¬ 
haps it was the broken promise 
to lift the ban on gay mili 
tary service. The “com¬ 
promise” the adminis¬ 
tration adopted - the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy - is widely acknowl¬ 
edged to have made 
things worse for gay 
personnel. 

Apologists for 
Gore would say DADT was Bill 
'Clinton’s fault, or more likely 
Congress’, but that Gore had 
nothing to do with it. That’s the 
point. Throughout the past seven 
years, when the administration re¬ 
ally cared about something (like 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement), Gore sallied forth 
publicly to slay the administra¬ 
tion’s foes (like Ross Perot). Yet he 
was conspicuously silent when the 
public furor over the military ban 
arose: no speeches, no high-pro¬ 
file debates on Larry King Live, no 
lobbying Congress. 

Gore remained silent until last 
fall when, faced with a strong 
challenge from Bill Bradley, who 
had taken a principled stand 
.against DADT, Gore announced 
for the first time that he too Op¬ 
posed it. Thus, while Gore looks 
better on this issue than Bush 
(who supports DADT), his acqui¬ 
escence to it while in a position of 
considerable influence makes his 
actual record worse. 

Given his sorry track record on 
this issue, Gore simply can’t be 
trusted to make a real effort to end 
the ban. And changing the policy 
will take considerable work be¬ 
cause, thanks to Clinton, it is now 
enshrined into federal law. Presi¬ 
dent Gore will give us lip service 
but nothing more. Whoever’s 
elected, DADT will stay put. 

Gore says he supports laws 
banning employment discrimina¬ 
tion against gays. Yet, while his 
party controlled the government 
between the 1992 and 1994 elec¬ 
tions, no action was taken to pass 
such a law. Gore himself did noth¬ 
ing. The Senate, over which he 
nominally presides, didn’t even 
hold a hearing on an employment 
bill until Republicans took con¬ 
trol. Gore is entitled to no credi¬ 
bility on the issue. 

He also says he backs federal 
hate crimes legislation. Put aside 
the fact that such legislation is op¬ 



posed by a wide spectrum of gay 
civil rights advocates. Under re¬ 
cent decisions, a federal hate 
crimes law may well be unconsti¬ 
tutional as beyond the scope of 
Congress’ limited powers. Even if 
it is ever enforced, however, there’s 
no evidence it would actually 
deter crimes. Thus, Gore’s support 
for this dubious law amounts to a 
proclamation that he doesn’t like 
hate crimes. Well, nobody 
does. 

If they can’t make a 
persuasive positive case 
for Gore, some will try to 
make a negative case for him 
frightening us with night¬ 
mares of GOP con¬ 
trol. But look at the 
record: We’ve had a 
GOP Congress for 
five years now. Most of the anti¬ 
gay proposals made during that 
time have failed thanks to an al¬ 
liance of gay-friendly Republicans 
and Democrats. The anti-gay 
measures that passed - DOMA 
and DADT - obviously didn’t 
need a Republican administration 
to become law. 

Then they’ll give us a parade of 
horribles about what might hap¬ 
pen to the Supreme Court if Gore 
loses. This is the most over¬ 
wrought argument of all. Ap¬ 
pointments to the Supreme Court 
are rare and have notoriously un¬ 
predictable consequences. It was, 
after all, four Republican ap¬ 
pointees who formed the core of 
the six-justice majority in the 
most favorable decision for gay 
civil rights in the court’s history, 
striking down Colorado’s Amend¬ 
ment 2. The Clinton-Gore Justice 
Department refused even to file a 
brief to support gay equality in 
that case. 

If what you really like about Al 
Gore is his fondness for having the 
government spend your money, 
his business-as-usual plan for So¬ 
cial Security, his opposition to re¬ 
alistic school choice for poor fam¬ 
ilies, and his fetish for “the envi¬ 
ronment,” he’s your guy. 

If your primary concern is gay 
equality, on the other hand, per¬ 
haps a case could be made that 
paper support from Gore on some 
issues is marginally better than 
paper opposition from Bush on 
some issues. But it’s a weak case, 
hardly worth the sound and fury 
for Gore that’s about to be inflict¬ 
ed upon us. ▼

ty for San Franciscans to regain 
their neighborhoods,” he added.

Vatican anti-gay 
inquisition continues

MPI he Vatican has stepped up its 
ft modern-day inquisition of 
1 gays and lesbians. An Amer¬ 
ican nun and priest who created a 
ministry to the gay community 
were officially silenced on May 20 
at meetings in Vatican City. 

Sister Jeannine Gramick and 
Father Robert Nugent founded 
New Ways Ministry in 1977 to 
reconcile homosexuality with the 
Roman Catholic Church. But the 
church hierarchy has reacted with 
increasing vitriol. 

In 1984 Cardinal James A. 
Hickey, archbishop of Washing¬ 
ton, ordered them to formally 
break with New Ways. He said that 
any further pastoral work with the 
community also must include “the 
church’s teaching regarding the in¬ 
trinsic evil of homosexual acts.” 

The pair severed their official ties 
with New Ways but continued to 
write and speak as individuals. Last 
July the Congregation for the Doc¬ 
trine of the Faith in the Vatican, the 
successor to the medieval Inquisi¬ 
tion, “permanently prohibited [the 
two] from any pastoral work in¬ 
volving homosexual persons.” 

Now the Vatican has barred 
them completely from writing or 
speaking about homosexuality, or 
about the disciplinary action 
taken against them by the church. 

“I choose to obey the voice of 
God within me, and in this in-

stance the voice of God is saying 
that I should not collaborate with 
my own oppression,” said Gram¬ 
ick in a written statement. She 
compared her position to that of 
a battered spouse. 

It was not clear if Nugent will 
accept the verdict from Rome. 

- “The record of the Vatican’s mis¬ 
handling of this case and of their 
fear of discussion speaks of great 
dysfunction,” said Frank DeBernar- 
do, executive director of New Ways 
Ministry. “If the church cannot ac¬ 
cept criticism from its members, 
that is a signal that the institution is 
very weak and in deep crisis.” 

Marianne Buddy, executive di¬ 
rector of Dignity USA, said, “The 
gay and lesbian community is 
going to be further devastated by 
the news, further angered and 
alienated from the church.” 

While some could argue that dis¬ 
ciplining clerics is a matter internal 
to the church, the same could not be 


said concerning attempts to impose 
their will upon Italian civil society. 

On May 26 Cardinal Camillo 
Ruini, president of the Italian 
Conference of Bishops, insisted 
that the World Gay Pride 2000 fes¬ 
tival not take place in Rome July 
1-9. He said it was insulting to let 
the event take place during the 
“Holy Year.” His remarks capped 
off an escalating series of denun¬ 
ciations from the church calling 
for cancellation of the event. 

“I find Cardinal Ruini’s com¬ 
ments most disturbing,” said Fran¬ 
co Grillini, president of Arcigay, the 
leading gay rights organization in 
Italy. He said the whole point of 
World Gay Pride 2000 was to con¬ 
front discrimination against gays by 
organizations such as the church. 

“Freedom cannot be canceled 
just because of Holy Year,” said 
communist deputy Oliviero Dilib- 
erto. The center-left government, 
shaky in the best Italian political 
tradition, has pledged to let the 
festival take place. 

The same day as Ruini’s erup¬ 
tion, the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion faxed the pope an invitation 
to present a keynote address at a 
conference entitled Sexual Diver¬ 
sity, Religious Intolerance, and 
Strategies for Change, on July 3. 

They wrote, “It would be 
tremendously significant for the 
Holy See to demonstrate that 
human rights are truly universal, 
embracing all peoples.” T

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Rome Pride threatened

T ake last year’s Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence conflict 
with the Catholic Church, 
and pretend that Mayor Willie 
Brown sided with religion and 
canceled the event. Then imagine 
that he instead gave Castro Street 
to a group that espoused violence 
against all lesbians, gays, bisexuals, 
and transgenders. Multiply this 
scenario 100 times and you’ve got 
Rome, Italy, a city whose World 
Pride celebration is under attack 
and whose LGBT residents - 
many of whom have never been 
out of the closet - are rising up in 
fearful but excited protest. 

“It feels like Stonewall,” Deborah 
Oakley-Melvin, a San Francisco res¬ 
ident and World Pride organizer in 
Rome told the Bay Area Reporter .“I 
woke up this morning in my resi¬ 
dential district and there were huge 
posters that said ‘No Gay Pride’ 
hanging on every street corner.” 

World Pride Roma - an event 
that is years in the making - was 
promised funding by Mayor 
Francesco Rutelli and was all set to 
kick off an international event of 
LGBT activists, artists, and revel¬ 
ers. But this week, under pressure 
from the Vatican - which has de¬ 
clared Pride week as their own Ju¬ 
bilee, a holy celebration - Rutelli 
revoked Rome’s sponsorship of 
World Pride, forbidding the 
march and even threatening 
LGBT people’s right to assemble 
during the period of July 1-9. 

What’s more, Rutelli’s reason¬ 
ing for revoking the funding - 
that the group doesn’t have a per¬ 
mit - is a situation he created 
himself by granting that permit to 
the neo-fascists, who will host 
“Family Week” in the same area as 
scheduled Pride events. World 
Pride participants say that having 


the neo-fascists present in Pride 
space is a situation just begging 
for a confrontation. 

“Now, with the neo-Nazis given 
the permit, there is a very clear 
threat to gays that if they dare 
march, they’ll get beat up,” San 
Francisco resident and World Pride 
artist Gilbert Baker told the B.A.R. 

“The climate is more than in¬ 
tolerant right now,” said Oakley- 
Melvin from her house in Rome. 
“You can feel it escalating on both 
sides. There’s the excitement of 
having the event under these cir¬ 
cumstances, and there’s the grow¬ 
ing anger of the opposition, which 
could very well become violent.” 

Oakley-Melvin has repeatedly 
stated that World Pride would 
take place regardless of Rome’s 
government, which appears to 
have made its latest decision in 
favor of anti-gay sentiment. 

Buckling to religious pressure 
is nothing new for governments, 
but in Rome, the Catholic opposi¬ 
tion to Pride adopted a right-wing 
tactic, American-style. In Messag- 
gerro, a well-read newspaper in 
Rome, San Francisco Archbishop 
William Levada is quoted as say¬ 
ing that San Francisco’s Pride Pa¬ 
rade stops at the cathedral so that 
LGBTs dressed as nuns, bishops, 
and popes can ridicule the 
Catholic Church. In fact, the pa¬ 
rade does not even pass in front of 
San Francisco’s cathedral. 

“Evidently the Italian authori¬ 
ties have no idea what will hap¬ 
pen,” Levada said in Messaggerro. 
“Demonstrations of this kind are 
uncontrollable.” 

To further back up their mes¬ 
sage, Rome’s Catholics used images 
of San Francisco Pride Parades and 
Halloween celebrations to demon¬ 
strate the “perversity” that would 
soon invade their own city. 

“It’s daunting what they face. 
The oppression is phenomenal,”

said Baker. “But there is unity like 
I’ve never seen in Rome. The 
movement is young, strong, and 
courageous, and World Pride is 
going to happen. They’re ready to 
put their bodies on the line.” 

To help the LGBT movement 
in Rome - which has now become 
an international issue - many 
groups from the United States are 
getting on board, with Amnesty 
International, American ambas¬ 
sadors, and the International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission all coming to the defense 
of World Pride. 

IGLHRC is calling for Bay Area 
residents to join them in a demon¬ 
stration outside the Italian Embassy 
today, June 1, at 11 a.m. at 2590 
Webster Street. Urgent letters are 
also needed to pressure Rutelli to re¬ 
store World Pride permits and fund¬ 
ing he promised; letters should be 
faxed to the Honorable Francesco 
Rutelli at 39-06-678-4239. 

“I hope people in America can 
see how this affects them,” said 
Oakley-Melvin. 

Baker agrees. “We have a legit¬ 
imate gripe with the Catholic 
Church for fostering a climate that 
promotes violence,” he said. “If we 
can all come together and succeed 
in just being there, it will give the 
movement an incredible lift.” T

If you have these side effects, such as dizziness, 
it does not mean that you will also have severe depression, strange thoughts or angry 
behavior. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother 
you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used 
with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid driving or operating 
machinery if you are having these side effects. 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet 
as your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your 
doctor when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under 
a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without 
first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under 
the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

•The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) 
once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

•Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 
ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

•Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

•Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

•Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 
•Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

•Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry 
behavior. Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually 
committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness. You should contact your doctor immediately if you think you are having 
these symptoms, so your doctor can decide whether you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings 
may be less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after 


One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop 
a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side 
effects. Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while 
taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen 
in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 
•Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

•Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of 
the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 
•Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

•Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

•Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when 
taken with SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin)

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SLDN defamed in Times 
article on Winched 
murder, officials say

P remors continue to radiate 
H from the murder of Private 
8 First Class Barry Winchell 
11 months ago at Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky. The most recent is a 
cover story on Calpernia Addams, 
who was dating Winchell at the 
time of his death. It appeared in 
the New York Times Magazine 
Sunday, May 28. 

“An Inconvenient Woman,” 
misrepresents and disparages the 
role the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network played in the 
case, SLDN officials said. It carried 
the subheading, “In order to turn 
the murdered soldier Barry 
Winchell into a martyr for gay 
rights, activists first had to turn 
his girlfriend, Calpernia Addams, 
back into a man.” 

The cover photo showed Ad¬ 
dams, a pre-operative transsexual 
who lives as a woman, in a tank 
top. It contained sensationalized 
wording including “war widow” 
and “no poster boy” 

Author David France, an editor 
at Glamour magazine, used a se¬ 
ries of direct quotes in claiming 
that SLDN attorney Kathi West- 
cott and Nashville activist Rhon¬ 
da White urged Addams to pre¬ 
sent herself as male to the media 


to play up the gay-bashing angle 
of the murder. 

The only problem was, the 
people supposedly involved in 
that conversation - Westcott, 
White, and Addams - all deny that 
it ever took place. They said that 
when the Times fact-checker 
called to verify the quotes. And 
still the Times printed it. 

“We were distressed to read the 
story in advance and find that the 
article contains gross factual inac¬ 
curacies,” the three wrote in a May 
25 letter to the editor of the Times. 
They denied that anyone “suggest¬ 
ed that Ms. Calpernia Addams 
self-identify as a man.” 

SLDN disputed the false claims in 
a statement released on May 28. It 
criticized the Times (or its “unfound¬ 
ed and negative portrayal of SLDN” 

Also released was a warm per¬ 
sonal letter from Addams to West¬ 
cott recounting how SLDN assist¬ 
ed her through the ordeal. Ad¬ 
dams closed by writing, “I do not 
think that I could have coped with 
Barry’s death as I have without 
your and Rhonda’s support.” 

The commander of Fort 
Campbell also heads up the elite 
101st Airborne Division and tradi¬ 
tionally adds a third star upon 
completion of the tour of duty. 
But that will not happen for Major 
General Robert T. Clark when he 


departs on June 9, at least not yet. 

Senior level military promo¬ 
tions are subject to approval by 
the Senate, normally a pro forma 
action. But the Pentagon worries 
that promoting Clark might lead 
to a hearing and questions on the 
anti-gay atmosphere that festered 
at Fort Campbell. An Army in¬ 
spector general’s report on the 
problems was postponed and is 
now due later in June. 

Clark will make a lateral move 
to the prestigious job of vice di¬ 
rector of the operations office for 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, perhaps 
awaiting promotion if and when 
the controversy dies down. 

SLDN continues to “raise our 
concerns about holding people 
accountable” for Winchell’s mur¬ 
der and other anti-gay activity. 
“Problems continued even after 
the murder,” said Stacey Sobel. 
“Leadership starts at the top. We 
really didn’t feel that General 
Clark addressed those issues.” 

“We believe that there should 
be accountability, and we will con¬ 
tinue to press on that,” she said. 

Winchell’s mother, Pat Kutte- 
les, has filed a wrongful death 
claim against the Army. Sobel said 
that SLDN “has never seen a case 
like this move forward before.” So 
she has no sense of how it will 
proceed. ▼

woman Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa 
Monica), and others. Bay Area De¬ 
mocratic legislators, including 
Kuehl’s fellow openly lesbian leg¬ 
islator, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), also 
voted for the bill. 

In his veto message, the gover¬ 
nor noted he had signed into law a 
measure last year which mandated 
that many employees may use 
their sick leave to care for an ill 
child, parent, or spouse. 

SB 118, however, would have 
allowed workers to take up to 12 
weeks unpaid leave from work “to 
care for an individual who de¬ 
pends on the employee for imme¬ 
diate care and support, who shares 
a common residence with the em¬ 
ployee” - a definition which the 
governor believes would have ex¬ 
tended the right to medical leave 
beyond domestic partners. 

“This measure, while well-in¬ 
tentioned, extends that right far 
beyond what any other state has 
permitted to a relationship out¬ 
side the family - specifically to in¬ 
dividuals who live together to 
share expenses,” said Davis in a 
statement, underlining the words, 
“outside the family.” 

Boyce Hinman, administrator 
of the Lambda Letters Project, 
which generates constituent e-mail 
and correspondence to representa¬ 
tives in the California Legislature 
on gay- and AIDS-related issues, 
took issue with governor’s veto, 
and with CAPE’s ambivalence. 

“Our community has been ac¬ 
cepting too little from the De¬ 
mocrats, too easily,” Hinman said. 
“The ‘go slow’ approach, adding 
one item at a time [to the domes¬ 
tic partnership rights package], I 


can understand. But the governor 
is vetoing one item at a time.” 

Davis did state that there were 
“portions of the bill” that he would 
support, and that he would be 
“pleased to work with the Legisla¬ 
ture” in crafting a new bill in the 
next legislative session, in 2001. 

Hayden legislative aide 
Michelle Yu complained that the 
governor “could have told us what 
his specific concerns were,” adding 
that Hayden “wanted the domes¬ 
tic partnership coverage to be as 
broad as possible.” 

While Hayden’s bill was sup¬ 
ported by gay rights groups and 
labor unions, Yu noted that it was 
opposed by business lobbyists, 
who said that it would be too ex¬ 
pensive for employers. “Basically, 
you know, we feel that he was not 
going to sign any measure ex¬ 
panding access to medical leave 
this year,” she said. 

Altered news release 

Meanwhile, Eric Bauman, 
Davis’s liaison to the lesbian and 
gay community and director of the 
governor’s Los Angeles office, be¬ 
came embroiled in a dispute with 
gay activists angry over the veto. 

No sooner had the governor is¬ 
sued his veto message than gay and 
lesbian activists were circulating it 
over the Internet, and one un¬ 
known activist altered the text be¬ 
fore circulating it to various news 
groups, parenthetically inserting 
the words “domestic partners” 
after the phrase “individuals who 
live together to share expenses.” 

The altered message was un¬ 
wittingly forwarded on to gay ac¬ 
tivists and media outlets by Doug 
Case, a volunteer administrator 
for a gay and lesbian news group 
based in San Diego (lgbt-poli- 
tics@egroups.com), leading Bau¬ 
man to issue a terse statement the 


next day, May 25, condemning the 
“fraudulent” version of Davis’s 
veto message, and complaining 
that news group administrators 
had not “taken the time” to check 
their facts before circulating the 
document. 

“While our members would 
certainly have preferred that the 
governor sign this bill, we are out¬ 
raged at the deceptive and proba¬ 
bly illegal tactics used by some in 
our community in an attempt to 
sully the governor’s outstanding 
reputation in our community, just 
because he does not agree with 
their position on the breadth of 
certain pieces of legislation,” said 
Bauman. 

Bauman’s statement was not is¬ 
sued on the governor’s letterhead, 
however, but instead from the 
Stonewall Lesbian and Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club in Los Angeles, of which 
Bauman is the president, and the 
statement failed to note that he was 
a top staff person and advisor to the 
governor - an oversight Bauman 
later called “a mistake.” 

Case circulated Bauman’s 
statement the next day, prefacing 
it with a disclaimer that he does 
not have time to check all facts be¬ 
fore circulating e-mails as a public 
service, and also noting Bauman’s 
failure to state his dual affiliation 
with Stonewall and the governor’s 
office, and leveling a counter¬ 
charge that Bauman himself was 
guilty of obfuscating the facts 
around the governor’s veto in his 
own follow-up statement. 

“He tries to walk the line and 
switch the hats whenever it’s ap¬ 
propriate,” commented CAPE’s 
Harris on Bauman’s dual alle¬ 
giance, who noted that Bauman 
also sits on her board of directors. 
“He’s very passionate on the is¬ 
sues, and working very hard to 
move the governor forward.” ▼

a consensual sexual relationship 
between two people of the same 
sex be abominable when it is ful¬ 
filling and socially constructive?” 

Goddard also remarked that it 
was ironic that Banana was casti¬ 
gating homosexuals when he him¬ 
self was “convicted of engaging in 
homosexual activity” and added 
that “to describe [his] own kind as 
deviant and abominable is to de¬ 
fine [himself] as a sellout.” 

He reminded Banana that “ru¬ 
mors of [his] homosexuality have 
abounded within the gay commu¬ 
nity for many years” and accused 
him of reinforcing prejudice 
against homosexuals and encour¬ 
aging the persecution of homo¬ 
sexuals in Zimbabwe. 

“Nevertheless, we have consis¬ 
tently maintained a policy never 
to out people, believing this to be 
highly dangerous in a homopho¬ 
bic climate which borders on hys¬ 
teria,” claimed Goddard, who at-

■p imbabwe’s first president, 
M Canaan Sodindo Banana, 
■HI 64, has been ordered to re¬ 
port to jail in Harare to serve a 
one-year sentence on sexual as¬ 
sault and sodomy charges. 

The Supreme Court in Harare 
ruled Monday, May 29, that Ba¬ 
nana, a former Methodist minis¬ 
ter, professor of theology, and fa¬ 
ther of four, should serve a one- 
year jail term for 11 counts of sex¬ 
ual offenses, including two counts 
of sodomy. 

The country’s highest court also 
ordered Banana, who ruled Zim¬ 
babwe from its independence in 
1980 to 1987, to pay 250,000 Zim¬ 
babwean dollars ($ 6,250 U.S.) as 
restitution to his former bodyguard, 
Jefta Dube. If Banana fails to pay, ac¬ 
cording to the court ruling, he will 
be forced to serve an additional two 
years in jail with hard labor. 

On January 18, 1999, Banana 
was sentenced to 10 years in jail 
for homosexual assault charges, 
but the High Court in Harare sus¬ 
pended nine of the 10 years pro¬ 
vided that he paid compensation 
to his victim and did not repeat 
the same offense during the fol¬ 
lowing three years. 

This sentence did not become 
effective because Banana appealed 
to the Supreme Court against 
both the sentence and the convic¬ 
tion, arguing that sodomy, ac¬ 
cording to the Zimbabwean con¬ 
stitution, was not against the law. 

However, the Court ruled Mon¬ 
day that, although the constitu¬ 
tion did not consider sodomy to 
be a crime, the practice had been 
outlawed under common law. 

Seduction testimony 

The scandal involving Banana 
erupted in February of 1997, dur¬ 
ing the trial of his former security 
aide and police officer, Dube, who 
was sentenced to 10 years in jail 
for the 1995 murder of a fellow 
police officer who had tauntingly 
called him “Banana’s wife.” 

Later, Dube claimed that he 
was allegedly raped by Banana in 
the Zimbabwean Statehouse. The 
court heard testimony from wit¬ 
nesses such as Banana’s cook, gar¬ 
dener, and others with similar 
tales and accusations. 

According to several witnesses, 
Banana used to lure his victims to 
the Statehouse, always using the 
same scenario: a game of cards, 
music, dancing, and then the big 
seduction scene. 

Although Banana tried to reject 
all the accusations laid at his door, 
claiming that there was a “conspir¬ 
acy against him,” he was unsuc¬ 
cessful. His appeal was rejected by 
the Supreme Court on a 3-2 vote. 

Furthermore, Chief Justice An¬ 
thony Gubbay said that the ex¬ 
president used “his immense su¬ 
periority of status to beat down 
the resistance of a young and inex¬ 
perienced” bodyguard and added 
that the accounts of sexual assaults 
by Banana were “a horrifying tale”. 

In the meantime, in May 1999, 
Banana, a former reverend with 
the Methodist Church, was de¬ 
frocked following his conviction. 
The head of the Methodist 
Church in Zimbabwe, Bishop 
Farai Chirisa, told journalists in 
Harare that Banana had been 
kicked out of the priesthood by a 
decision of the church elders. 

“He is no longer a minister be¬ 


cause of what happened ... the 
church took this decision,” said 
the bishop who added that Ba¬ 
nana “can never become a minis¬ 
ter of a church again”. 

“As far as we are concerned,” 
added Chirisa, “it is a dead issue 
and we are not prepared to discuss 
it any further”. 

Homosexuality attacked 

Banana even tried to escape jail 
time by publicly attacking homo¬ 
sexuality as “deviant, abominable 
and wrong behavior.” However, he 
got a fitting rebuke from the Gay 
and Lesbian Association of Zim¬ 
babwe (GALZ) leader, Keith God¬ 
dard, who sent him an open letter. 

“You should hang your head in 
shame.... As an African elder and 
as a man of the cloth,” said God¬ 
dard in his letter, “you are expect¬ 
ed to act with integrity”. 

Pointing out that “deviant be¬ 
havior is that which harms oth¬ 
ers,” Goddard asked, “Why should

D octors’ offices are full of pe¬ 
culiar people these days. 
Look around and a typical 
waiting room may have several 
primed and pressed business 
types, not appearing like they are 
seeking health care appointments 
at all. Made-up and hair-sprayed 
with expensive clothing and 
forced smiles, they check their day 
planners and talk on cell phones, 
armed with suitcases full of trade- 
marked pens, cups, note pads, and 
drug samples. 

These are the new marketing 
forces of the pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry: drug sales representatives, 
and they are seeking the ear of the 
care providers in order to get the 
word out about their products. 
The reps are inundating doctors’ 
offices because this kind of mar¬ 
keting has become necessary due 
to increased competition in the 
field. There are 68,000 salespeople 
in the pharmaceutical industry 
today where in 1994 there were 
36,000. Sales representatives are 
simply an additional part of the 
overall marketing strategy to sell 
drugs. And today, it is clear that 
drugs have become big business, 


unfortunately increasing the over¬ 
all cost of health care. 

The issue has raised concerns 
by many physicians and patients 
before, but is just now reaching 
widespread attention through the 
mainstream media. In the May 
issue of New York magazine, 
the cover article concerns 
Celexia, a “me too” 
antidepressant drug 
that missed the U.S. 
market because of 
poor toxicity data that 
prevented its approval. 

Now, because of aggressive 
marketing by its 
maker, Forest 
Laboratories, the 
drug has cor¬ 
nered the antidepressant market. 
Clearly, AIDS is not the only area 
where pharmaceutical marketing 
is booming. Television and print 
media are full of slick advertise¬ 
ments designed to make drugs 
look good. 

There are 15 anti-HIV drugs 
available, each with different side 
effect profiles, dosing schedules 
and effectiveness. So, the doctor 
and patient have several choices to 
make. The decisions are complex 
and are individual, based on pa¬ 
tient history and diagnosis. But, 
sales representatives have been 
unleashed to help influence doc¬ 
tors’ decisions and sell their com¬ 
pany’s drugs, sometimes taking 
advantage of the complexity of 
HIV treatment and uneducated, 
unethical health care providers. 
The situation has serious implica¬ 
tions for prescribing inferior or 
inappropriate treatments, risking 
the patient’s health. 

There is ample evidence to 
show how promotion of drugs in¬ 
fluences treatment decisions made 
by physicians. One study in the 


Journal of the American Medical 
Association , in 1994, showed that 
physicians were shown to change 
their decision of drug formularies 
when they were influenced by 
drug companies. Doctors also 
were rewarded with expensive 
gifts and lavish trips in exchange 
for a speaking engagement for 
a specific drug. The AIDS 
activist community has 
even become bombard¬ 
ed with compromising 
honorariums, gifts and 
trips to attend “dog and 
pony shows” staged by 
companies. One 
company recently 
held a communi¬ 
ty meeting over a 
weekend at a first-class beach 
front hotel in Santa Monica, Cali¬ 
fornia. Even more disturbing is 
the companies will present biased 
or “curbed” data at these meetings 
in order to make their drugs look 
better than they actually are. 

Regardless of the pharmaceu¬ 
tical sales pitches, gifts, and hono¬ 
raria, ethical doctors who know 
the research can still make sound 
treatment decisions. Dr. Virginia 
Cafaro, a Bay Area infectious dis¬ 
ease physician, said, “The sales 
pitches are endless, but how much 
does anyone listen is the ques¬ 
tion.” She said sales representa-

viding education on new medi¬ 
cines. Even though she doesn’t 
spend much time with the reps 
she will allow the companies to 
buy lunch for her staff, in essence 
buying time to hear what they 
have to say. Cafaro stated, “Free 
drug samples also help us get pa¬ 
tients started and sometimes 
treated with meds that may not be 
covered by their insurance or

MediCal.” 

Dr. Robert Goodman, an in¬ 
ternist who works for Columbia- 
Presbyterian in New York, is try¬ 
ing to educate physicians on the 
marketing effort. He has started a 
Web site, www.nofreelunch.org, 
that is a wealth of information on 
the pharmaceutical marketing in¬ 
fluence on physicians. He said that 
physicians are too arrogant and 
naive and that you will never hear 
them admit a sales pitch is influ¬ 
encing them. 

Drug companies counter their 
aggressive marketing strategies by 


claiming that research and devel¬ 
opment costs are the reason for the 
high prices of drugs, and say that 
increased competition forces ag¬ 
gressive marketing. When you 
look at the data, however, it is clear 
that the companies spent over $10 
billion on promotion, which is 
much more than research and de¬ 
velopment costs, more than the 
raw materials, and more than is 
spent on medical school and resi¬ 
dency training. Most would agree 
that drug companies are a business 
and have to sell their products in 
order to continue research, but the 
trade off is how far should mar¬ 
keting go if it is negatively influ¬ 
encing treatment decisions. 

Are people with AIDS getting 


responsible treatment and care in 
this era of aggressive sales pitches? 
Could there be a bias with treat¬ 
ment decisions because of the 
pharmaceutical sales influence? Is 
marketing winning out over 
sound scientific data? Perhaps 
what is needed are more knowl¬ 
edgeable patients working with 
their doctors and other health care 
providers to make the best, most 
appropriate treatment decisions 
regardless of the sales pitch. Either 
way, the problem may only inten¬ 
sify as the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration loosens restrictions on 
commercial advertising, the sales 
representative forces grow larger, 
and more AIDS drugs become 
competition for each other. ▼

tacked the former president for 
having “the audacity to contribute 
to the hate campaign against us.” 

Of all the countries in Africa, 
gays and lesbians are perhaps 
faced with the biggest threat in 
Zimbabwe. 

Zimbabwe’s current president, 
Robert Mugabe, 76, has been known 
to attack homosexuals, whom he 
called “lower than dogs and pigs” on 
more than one occasion, was deeply 
embarrassed by the sodomy scandal 
involving his predecessor. 

“I find it extremely outrageous 
and repugnant to my human con¬ 
science that such immoral and re¬ 
vulsive organizations, like those of 
homosexuals who offend both the 
laws of nature and the morals of 
religious beliefs espoused by our 
society, should have any advocates 
in our midst and even elsewhere 
in the world,” said Mugabe, offi¬ 
cially opening Zimbabwe’s Inter¬ 
national Book Fair five years ago. 

“If we accept homosexuality as 
a right, as is being argued by the 
association of sodomites and sex¬ 
ual perverts,” he added, “what 
moral fiber shall our society ever 
have to deny organized drug ad¬ 
dicts or even those given to bes- 
tiality...what rights may they claim 
and allege they possess under the 
rubrics of individual freedom and 
human rights, including the free¬

search be stopped. He said securi¬ 
ty forced his friend to take off his 
shoe after they discovered a lump 
they suspected was drugs. Pettus 
said no one would be forced to re¬ 
move their shoes or anything else 
and he reiterated that unless drugs 
are found, a patron has the right to 
walk away. Morelli said some of 
the customers who tried to walk 
away were detained anyway and 
told they were resisting arrest. 

Morelli acknowledged the stu¬ 
pidity of his friend trying to bring 
drugs into the club, but he said he 
is speaking out because he believes 
people need to be educated that 
they have the right to withdraw 
their consent to be searched at any 
time prior to the discovery of 
drugs. Morelli believes the club 
wants to rack up arrests to im¬ 
prove its standing with police. 

Morelli is not alone in his opin¬ 
ion of the club’s security. An on¬ 
line circuit party discussion group 
included several postings from 
people echoing his concern the 
club was too aggressive and too in¬ 
vasive in its searches. 

“I’m choosing to not go back 
into that club space - too many 
other places to go where there is a 
much more positive energy,” wrote 
one person. 

San Francisco police said 12 
people were arrested from 1015 
Folsom Sunday night, including at 
least six people who were in line to 
attend Mass, which took place 
from 6 p.m. to midnight. 

Helm said he caught people 
trying to hide drugs in everything 
from Chapstick and TicTac con¬ 
tainers, to shoes. Helm said sever¬ 
al club customers told him they 
appreciated the crackdown. He 
said he was surprised and compli¬ 
mented when one of the people he 
arrested thanked him for the pro¬ 
fessional way in which the arrest 
was handled. 

Helm said 1015’s stricter drug 
policy has been in effect since he 
took over as head of security three 
weeks ago. He said the zero toler¬ 
ance rules have already reduced 
the instances of people overdosing 
in the club. ▼ 


dom of the press to write, publish 
and publicize literature on them?” 

This vociferous attack drew 
sharp criticism from around the 
world, including from Amnesty 
International which published a 
statement condemning “a heavy- 
handed attack upon the funda¬ 
mental human right to freedom of 
expression, to which the Zimbab¬ 
wean government is ostensibly 
committed under its internation¬ 
al legal obligations.” 

The organization emphasized 
that every living person has the 
right to hold and express his or 
her convictions freely and without 
fear of persecution, and to be free 
from any kind of discrimination, 
including by reason of their sexu¬ 
al orientation. 

Soon after his attack on Zim¬ 
babwe’s homosexuals, Mugabe 
found himself in a sticky situation 
when he faced violent demonstra¬ 
tions at Ian Smuts International 
Airport in Johannesburg when he 
arrived to attend a regional meet¬ 
ing in South Africa. 

According to South African 
media, hundreds of gay and lesbian 
activists and supporters forced 
Mugabe and his entourage to leave 
the airport through the back gate. 

This was just the beginning of 
Mugabe’s war with homosexuals. 

The polemics continued with 


foreign participants after a group 
of around 70 members of the U.S. 
Congress sent a letter to the Zim¬ 
babwean president, pointing out 
that “when individuals are mis¬ 
treated by a government because of 
some basic characteristic of their 
nature, human rights are violated.” 

However, Mugabe soon re¬ 
sponded in his characteristic 
manner, with the following mes¬ 
sage, “Let the Americans keep 
their sodomy, bestiality, their stu¬ 
pid and foolish ways to themselves 
... keep those out of Zimbabwe ... 
we do not want those kinds of be¬ 
havior in our country.” 

Meanwhile, GALZ, an organi¬ 
zation which was formed back in 
1989 to provide support services 
for the gay community - counsel¬ 
ing, access to literature and films, 
and AIDS awareness - is still try¬ 
ing to better the conditions under 
which homosexuals are forced to 
live in Zimbabwe. 

An accomplished teacher and 
dedicated activist for homosexual 
human rights, Panghi Nyathi, 32, 
is believed to have recently com¬ 
mitted suicide because he was 
“forced to endure the numerous 
stresses and strains brought on by 
homophobia in Zimbabwe.” 

As for Banana, his last chance 
to escape going to jail is to appeal 
for a pardon from Mugabe. ▼

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from stage to screen and back

E ons ago, before the dawn of the Tequila Sunrise, before the web 
browser replaced the need for good pickup lines, when being 
dishy and bitchy still went hand in mouth — a much younger 
me was observing a 300-pound man sashaying across an East 
Dallas bar in heels, moving his lips along with his hips. What 
was he lipping to? Memory is kind, and I can’t quite recall, but 
Abba, The O’Jays and Wayne Newton were all on the jukebox — 
pick your poison. 

I didn’t go home with that queen that night, but I did make it with other 
queens on other nights. Like Bambi in the headlights, I was a refrigerator 
magnet for the theatrically inclined. Why? Frankly, I hadn’t a clue, until 
Harvey Fierstein staged Torch Song Trilogy to educate and titillate a gen¬ 
eration of clueless boys — on such housekeeping tips as what to do 
with the beer can in a backroom bar, and how to greet your new 
friend the morning after. “If I really like a guy, I automatically wake 
three minutes before him. Giving me just enough time to un¬ 
sucker my pucker, reinstate my coif, and repose my repose so’s 
his eyes upon waking conjure images by Jove and Lana Turner, 
guaranteeing my breakfast if not his actual phone number.” 

In 1970, Harvey Fierstein ran off to join off-off Broad¬ 
way’s version of the circus (a riot of small theatre spreading 
across lower Manhattan) — the 16-year-old Pratt College 
art major answering an actors’ call for Andy Warhol’s Pork. 

“So I went down to La Mama ... and, not knowing any bet¬ 
ter, got cast in it,” Fierstein said in his BAR interview 
(March 5,1987) with Wendell Ricketts. 

Harvey took to writing cafe plays — Freaky Pussy, Flat- 
bush Tosca, Cannibals Just Know No Better — dramatic 
training bras for his queen’s opus. Said Harvey, “The style was 
sort of what the performance artists are doing now. But it reeked 
so much more of the movies that we watched and of our television 
backgrounds — of just trying to shock audiences. I mean, that’s what 
we were into. And we did it! And we had a lot of fun doing it.” 

Torch Song Trilogy began at La Mama E.T.C. as three stand-alone

Maverick music is coming to Davies Hall 


by Michael McDonagh 

F or much of the last century, contem¬ 
porary music has existed on the 
fringe, and sad to say, it still pretty 
much does. The symphony orchestra, 
after all, is viewed as a museum where 
you go to hear your favorite masterpieces. 
This situation has naturally frustrated liv¬ 
ing composers. You’d never expect to see re¬ 
ally old paintings all the time in an art 
gallery, so why should the concert hall pre¬ 
sent just the tried and true? When a major 
organization presents music of the present 
and the recent past, we’re bound to sit up 
and take notice. The San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony’s American Mavericks Festival — 12 
concerts, from June 7-24 — won’t change 


the ghetto/outsider statue of this music. But 
it will project an overview of modern 
American music. 

Billed as an adventure, and even more 
hyperbolically as something that will make 
audiences feel their own specialness — 
“You’re not everyone else. Neither are the 
American mavericks.” — this latest incar¬ 
nation of Michael Tilson Thomas’ some¬ 
times inspired festival programming pre¬ 
sents the work of 24 composers. But what 
exactly makes American music American? 
Virgil Thomson used to say that all you 
have to do is be an American and write 
whatever you like, and that’s as good a de¬ 
scription as any.

Ggreg Taylor. Stamm¬ 
berger called the night 
a big step for GLAAD, 
which already has a 
high profile in the 
major media centers: 
NYC for its publishing 
and media power, LA for 
Hideyhood, and DC 
for that special 
brand of show biz 
called politics.

Filmmaker Barbara Hammer 

will accept this year’s Frameline 
Award and see the world premiere 
of her History Lessons (6/21), the 
third part of her lesbian history 
trilogy (Nitrate Kisses, Tender Fic¬ 
tions). 

Highly-placed sources close to 
the Festival call opening night film 
Punks (6/15) “the black Trick" or 


“Billy's Black Hollywood Screen 
Kiss." The soundtrack boasts im¬ 
mortal music-makers Sister 
Sledge, Marvin Gaye and Diana 
Ross. Punks is being hailed as the 
first mainstream black gay movie 
(Chocolate Babies didn’t exactly 
play the ’plexes.) It’s the product 
of a straight production company 
headed by one-time R&B singer 
Kenneth “Babyface” Ed¬ 
monds. 

Out There tripped across 9th 
Street to the Frameline offices so 
we could ask Festival co-directors 
Michael Lumpkin and Jennifer 
Morris a few questions. Certain 
programs are predictable sell¬ 
outs, so we asked for the heads up 
on films that might possibly be 
overlooked in the mad rush. Mor¬ 
ris called our attention to Jacqui 
North’s Chrissy, the first lengthy 
documentary about a lesbian with 
AIDS, “which is rarely discussed 
in the lesbian community. And 
she’s not a pathetic person.” (6/24) 

Lumpkin gave another exam¬ 
ple of a film that may not jump 
out at you from the program: 
Frangois Ozon’s Water Drops on 
Burning Rocks, based on a script 
written at 19 by immortal auteur 
Rainer Werner Fassbinder. 
Some speculate the script is auto¬ 
biographical; Fassbinder wouldn’t 
let it be filmed during his lifetime. 
A young boy has a love affair with 
a man twice his age, and the look 
is ’70s Germany (6/24). 

A few other films to watch out 
for: a rare screening of 1964 Cin¬ 
emascope camp masterpiece 
Manji (dir.: Yasuzo Masumura)

Miss Desmond shoots the moon 


From Sunset Boulevard to Columbus A ve. 


by Richard Dodds 


t’s a parody of a movie sequel 
' that was never made. Miss 
m Desmond Behind Bars imag¬ 
ines what happens to Sunset 
Boulevard’s Norma Desmond 
after she’s hauled off to jail for 
shooting her gigolo boyfriend. 
And then the show kicks up its 
high heels and goes bonkers. 

Well-received when 
it ran at a 99-seat the¬ 
ater in Los Angeles, this 
original musical come¬ 
dy is looking to San 
Francisco for its shot at 
the big time. “Everyone 
is 100 percent excited 
and 100 percent panic- 
stricken,” said Mark 
Goff, the author 
and co-producer of 
a new and improved 
version, beginning performances 
June 3 at the 350-seat 7th Note 
Showclub in North Beach. 

If Miss Desmond becomes a 
San Francisco hit, it will complete 
an unlikely journey for a group of 
friends who started out by lip 
synching in drag at various AIDS 
charity events. A joke bio in the 
program at one of these benefits 
eventually led to Miss Desmond 
Behind Bars. 

“One of the guys wrote that his 
character had done the bus-and- 
truck company of the sequel to 
Sunset Boulevard ,” Goff said. 
“Now he is Miss Desmond.” 

It was that mock program bio 
that inspired Goff when a Pasade¬ 
na AIDS organization asked the 
group to perform at a fundraiser. 
“I started thinking about how to 
push the limits of what we always 
have done, and I turned out an 
outline of a script,” Goff said, a 
first-time writer who manages a 
costume shop by day. “At first, 
everyone panicked, because for 
the most part all they did was lip 
synch. But a majority said let’s try 
it, and we actually lost some peo¬ 
ple who were afraid of the live vo¬ 
cals.” 

With a script created from im- 
provisational sessions based on 
Goff’s outline, and with two orig¬ 
inal songs by Leo Savalas, the early 
version of Miss Desmond drew so 
much attention at its two-perfor¬ 


mance benefit run that the group 
decided to shoot the moon. 

With 10 songs by Savalas, a re¬ 
vamped script by Goff, and Erin 
Quigley hired as director, Miss 
Desmond Behind Bars opened at 
the Court Theatre in Los Angeles 
to mainly appreciative reviews. “In 
this hilarious production,” wrote 
the Los Angeles Times, “the all¬ 
male cast performs with such 
over-the-top charm that the 
script’s predictability 
becomes part of its 
charm.” 

Potential producers 
began arriving from 
New York, and one, 
Stephen Eich, suggested 
a San Francisco run be¬ 
fore considering New 
York. Five members 
of the original cast, 
including Gregory 
Messer as Miss 
Desmond, have quit their day jobs 
to travel with the show to San 
Francisco. 

Only one principal in the cast 
of eight, 6-foot-3 drag novice Sean 
Ryan as a big-haired Fran Dresch- 
er type, is from San Francisco. “We 
actually tried to cast a number of 
roles out of San Francisco, and 
our auditions were not great,” 
Goff said. “You’re looking for men 
who are great actors, who are hot 
singers, and who are also willing 
to work in a dress. It’s a tough 
one.” 

The musical takes place in the 
prison housing Norma Desmond 
after she has shot Joe Gillis. The 
former silent film star thinks she’s 
on a movie set, a fantasy aided by 
gossip columnist Hedda Hopper, 
and the prisoners even convince 
her that their escape plans are in a 
script they are shooting. 

Variety is the theme of the 
songs. “Every piece in the show is 
diametrically different from 
everything else,” Goff said. “It just 
keeps coming at you, and that’s 
the fun of it.” A jungle number, a 
calypso tune, a Sondheim-like 
ballad, and a tap routine are part 
of the 10-song lineup. 

The current cast is all gay, Goff 
said, “but this is not a gay play by 
any means. It’s like a Carol Bur¬ 
nett parody that gays and straights 
can enjoy together. That’s what 
makes it viable, that you don’t

one-act plays. The International 
Stud made its debut on February 
2, 1978, followed by Fugue in a 
Nursery a year later almost to the 
day, and climaxing with Widows 
and Children First! on October 25, 
1979. In a note to the published 
Trilogy (Villard Books, 1982), 
Harvey writes, “There is a gay bar 
in New York City called The Inter¬ 
national Stud. It boasts a pool 
table, a pinball machine, and the 
jumpingest backroom in town.” 
Written for a cast of three 
(Arnold, Ed and Lady Blues), The 
International Stud was designed to 
be performed against a black cy- 
clorama with as little scenery as 
possible. It is here that a very re¬ 
luctant Arnold will be introduced 
to backroom butt-fucking and to 
Ed, the great meshuga bisexual 
love of his life — the man with 
whom he will break up, make up 
and try to raise a family. 

Gay theatre had begun in the 
70s in gay bars, and, prior to Fier¬ 
stein, was largely gay TV — a typ¬ 
ical production would open with 
two cute, scantily-dressed young 
guys screwing, quickly joined by a 
third. In Torch Song, Harvey Fier¬ 
stein proclaimed that there was 
more to gay life than sex, al¬ 
though, unlike the Ayatollah Larry 
Kramer ( The Normal Heart), Fier¬ 
stein was no prude. Arnold’s pan¬ 
tomiming being fucked in the butt 
would raise both of La Mama 
founder Ellen Stewart’s brows. 
“She was very down on back¬ 
rooms and the truck stops,” Har¬ 
vey told the BAR. “She didn’t like 
the idea of La Mama people hang¬ 
ing out in those places.” 

Ironically, the film of Torch 
Song, made in 1988 with sitcom 
director Paul Bogart, defangs the

Stud, turning it into a warm and 
very C/ieers-like playground. On 
stage, The International Stud's 
Arnold (“24, going on 40”) is “a 
kvetch of great wit and want.” 
Arnold has an unseen buddy, 
Murray (who is to Arnold kind of 
what Harvey the invisible rabbit 
was to Elwood P. Dowd), who 
guides Arnold through this very 
adult theme-park. 

“Murray, quick, hold my hand. 
I’m scared! What if nobody back 
there wants me? It’s one thing to 
go into a regular bar and not get 
picked up... but, Murray, to go 
into a place like that and get re¬ 


jected... I don’t think I could take 
it. I know I got [a] glowing per¬ 
sonality. But, Murray, what if I 
don’t glow in the dark?” 

In the sitcomy film, Murray is a 
very visible drag queen, a Rhoda 
to Arnold’s Mary Richards. 

Fugue state 

The apex of the stage version 
of Torch Song is the second 
act/play, Fugue in a Nursery. Fier- 
stein’s conceit brilliantly employs 
both dictionary definitions of 
fugue: “1. in music, a polyphonic 
composition constructed of one 
or more short subjects or themes, 
which are harmonized according 
to the laws of counterpoint, and 
introduced by the various instru¬ 
ments or voices in succession with 
contrapuntal devices. 2. tempo¬ 
rary flight from reality.” In Ada 
Janik’s original score for the New 
York production, each character 
was represented by an instrument: 
Arnold by the cello, Alan (his 
young boyfriend) by the clarinet, 
Laurel (Ed’s girlfriend) by the vio¬ 
lin, and Ed (Arnold’s ex) by the 
French horn. The set is an enor¬ 
mous bed in which the four char¬ 
acters appear in various cou¬ 
plings. Fierstein cautions in the 
stage directions, “Special care 
should be taken that the four 
characters never appear to be in 
bed together. The desired effect is 
vulnerability, not obscenity.” 

In a series of complicated con¬ 
versations, Arnold, Alan, Laurel 
and Ed expose themselves, reveal¬ 


ing previously hidden needs and 
desires that none of them are able 
to satisfy totally, either alone or in 
any possible pairing. The film re¬ 
duces the drama to Alan and Lau¬ 
rel’s curiosity about their lovers’ 
back pages. Torch Song the film 
needed a Bergman rather than a 
Bogart. 

The third play/act Widows and 
Children First! made the transition 
to the screen with the least dam¬ 
age. With its naturalistic setting 
and Neil Simon-like dialogue, the 
play presented fewer Hobson-like 
choices for writer Fierstein and di¬ 
rector Bogart. Anne Bancroft is a 


little over-the-top at times as 
Arnold’s Jewish mother (Gene 
Rowlands would have been an in¬ 
teresting alternative), but the only 
things really lost in transit are 
some of the rougher edges to 
adopted gay son David’s very 
Arnold-like persona. The stage 
David makes us a little more un¬ 
comfortably aware as to why he 
likes Arnold as his adopted Ma/Pa. 

Both film and stage versions 
reveal how ahead of the curve 
Harvey Fierstein was in his vision 
of the “alternative” families gays 
would form. As Arnold notes after 
going ten rounds with his mother, 
“What I want more than anything 
is to have exactly the life she had 
— with a few minor alterations.” 

Harvey Fierstein’s Torch Song 
Trilogy is a dramatic photograph 
album of the 70s, snapshots of a 
decade that was the best of times 
and the worst of times, a decade 
that seemed for a while to be de¬ 
livering on many of the ’60s’ more 
tantalizing promises, a decade 
whose worst sin besides tacky 
clothes and hair was its slippery- 
slope dissolve into the ’80s and 
’90s. Torch Song Trilogy brings it 
all back: gay life without AIDS, 
but with all the longings and 
painful insecurities of perpetual 
adolescence. ▼

several memorable songs, the 
foolishness of Kopit’s contribu¬ 
tions might be assuaged. But there 
are none, at least not as rendered 
by this disappointing cast. The 
music is particularly uninviting in 
the voice of Richard White, sur¬ 
prising since he originated the 
role in 1991.

and he has surprising and inven¬ 
tive ways of expressing familiar 
emotions. There are laughs, too, 
notably in a cybersex scene of 
mistaken identities. 

The director and his designers 
may overdo the throbbing disco 
scene changes, which are usually 
out of character with the scenes 
that surround them, but he and 
his cast have found warm-blood¬ 
ed life in an icy play. 

Natacha Roi, who understudied 
Natasha Richardson in the Broad¬ 
way production of Closer, is excel¬ 
lent as the photographer, stylishly 
conveying the skeptical character’s 
passions and regrets. There is a 
smirky sexiness to Andrew Borda’s 
performance as the selfish writer, 
and Maggie Gyllenhaal is simply 
terrific as the rag-doll former strip¬ 
per who briefly transforms herself 
back into sultry vixen in one stun¬ 
ning scene. Thomas Schall ably 
completes the cast as the awkward 
dermatologist who can’t seem to 
get under anyone’s skin. 

I’m not sure if Marber believes 
that love between two adults can 
exist, but most us prefer to look at 
play like this as an example of be¬ 
havior to be avoided, as opposed 
to evidence of what we must in¬ 
evitably succumb to. Closer could 
be depressing if you take it as 
more than a cautionary tale. ▼

dumping the former stripper he 
met at a traffic accident.

Schmoozing Phantom

M great first-date play it’s not,

J|| ndrew Lloyd Webber’s name 
p'-~^ has very nearly become a 
§Tw punch line. The composer 
of Cats, Sunset Boulevard and The 
Phantom of the Opera is just too 
slickly commercial for many 
tastes. But you might well find 
yourself singing his praises after a 
visit to the American Musical 
Theatre of San Jose. 

You won’t find anything by 
Lloyd Webber on its stage, but you 
will likely realize what a solid 
piece of craftsmanship his Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera is after seeing the 
alternative Phantom that AMTSJ 
has brought to beleaguered life. 
There is precious little to praise in 
the production at the cavernous 
San Jose Center for the Perform¬ 
ing Arts. 

According to press-agentry 
lore, Maury Yeston and Arthur 
Kopit, who had successfully col¬ 
laborated on the musical Nine, 
had written their version of Gas¬ 
ton Leroux’s Phantom of the 
Opera before Andrew Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s juggernaut came along and 
effectively destroyed its chances 
for a Broadway production. Yet 
the enormous popularity of 
Lloyd Webber’s musical encour¬ 
aged Yeston and Kopit to dust off 
their abandoned project and 
offer it to regional theaters hun¬ 
gry for anything with “Phantom” 
in the title. 

There have been hundreds of 
productions of the Yeston-Kopit 
Phantom, and some folks profess 
to like it better than Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s version, so you have to be¬ 
lieve it has some redeeming qual¬ 
ities. They are, lamentably, hard to 
detect in the San Jose production. 
From the cliched opening scene 
on a Paris set marked by seams, 
wrinkles, and bruises to the poor¬ 
ly staged bathos of the closing 
scene, the production is substan¬ 
dard in almost all categories. 

Librettist Kopit, a writer with 
several significant plays to his 
credit, has taken considerable and 
clumsy liberties with the basic 
Phantom story to deleterious ef¬ 
fect. This is a Phantom who 
schmoozes with the manager of 
the Paris Opera House, stripping 
the character of the mystery and 
threat that Kopit still tries to 
muster. He even tells jokes. “I 
think her voice is worse than my 
face,” he says of a wobbly singer, 
undercutting the torment he later 
expresses over his deformity. 

If Yeston had at least provided 


house manager that is otherwise 
missing here. 

American Musical Theatre, a 
hugely successful enterprise, can 
usually be counted on at least for 
glossy entertainment. This Phan¬ 
tom is frightful for all the wrong 
reasons. ▼

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Critic at the revolution

The Fruit Machine by Thomas 
Waugh; Duke University Press, 
$17.95 

T he gay movement stands in 
need of its own Roger Ebert, 
a film critic of national 
standing who will represent our 
view. At first glance, The Fruit 
Machine: Twenty Years of Writ¬ 
ings on Queer Cinema seems a 
likely contender, but author 
Thomas Waugh has a differ¬ 
ent ambition. “I was a film 
critic for the Gay Revolution,” 
he announces, and his collec¬ 
tion of reviews and essays 
reads less like a challenge to 
Pauline Kael than a front- 
row seat on the fight for lib¬ 
eration. 

A Canadian journalist 
and academic, Waugh gets 
his title from an experi¬ 
ment the Mounties made 
in the ’60s. Hoping to 
weed out undesirables, 
they put photos from 
muscle magazines in front 
of recruits and measured 
eye movements to see 
who was aroused. The 
project was known as 
The Fruit Machine, and 
Waugh takes it as a 
metaphor for ways the 
body gives itself away 
before an image. The 
process can be scary yet revelatory, 
and explains why so many les¬ 
bians and gays spent their child¬ 
hood in theaters, incubating iden¬ 
tities drawn from the screen. 

In Waugh’s eyes, this cries for 
attention, and he has devoted 20- 
odd years to interrogating films 
and their makers, recording his 
arousal quotient and its implica¬ 
tions. He’s a scrappy viewer, as¬ 
sailing pictures which send what 
he thinks is the wrong message 
(“[La Cage aux folles does] for 
gays what blackface minstrel 
shows and Stepin Fetchit did for 
blacks.”) He eulogizes masters like 
Eisenstein and Fassbinder, ap¬ 
plauds personal favorites 
( Nighthawks, Maurice ), and at¬ 
tacks censorship on the grounds, 
among others, that it reminds 
many of us of what it was like to 
be in the closet. 

Above all, he’s a fag-spotter — 


he can’t resist inspecting celebrities 
for limp wrists — and he carries 
this habit into his reviews, looking 
for what is specifically gay in a 
film. Attending movies is a kind of 
cruising, and he demands a fruit 
machine which really works, pro¬ 
viding the pertinence and authen¬ 
ticity missing in the mainstream. 

Since Waugh’s specialty is 
“films by gays for gays,” many of 
the works he discusses ( Another 


Way, Luc ) 

have disappeared for good. That 
doesn’t mean they weren’t impor¬ 
tant. Back in the ’70s and even 
later, gay films were a rarity, and 
their screenings galvanized the 
metropolitan audiences who saw 
them. Word Is Out, The Naked 
Civil Servant, and A Very Natural 
Thing sent shock waves well be¬ 
yond the immediate spectators, 
and Waugh was there to register 
the impact. 

At first, Waugh cuts something 
of a heroic figure — a frontier 
scout of history, checking the ter¬ 
rain and peering to sight what’s 
coming next. As the book pro¬ 
gresses and our works go main¬ 
stream, he finds such vigilance less 
necessary. In the mid-’80s, when 
gay films were taken for granted 
and My Beautiful Laundrette was 
playing at the cineplex instead of in 
the ghetto, he wistfully reflects that 


old habits die hard. He hasn’t got¬ 
ten used to the cinematic wealth 
and finds himself savoring each in¬ 
dividual offering “like a new mil¬ 
lionaire who still hoards string.” 

By the ’90s, gay films were 
everywhere, and it would seem 
that Waugh is out of a job. Now 
that the revolution has apparently 
collapsed under its own success, 
he points out the dark side of our 
visibility, observing that when gay 
films were scarce, each was cher¬ 
ished and assured of an 
audience, whereas 
today, even our best 
movies disappear in a 
glut of production. 

Meanwhile, Waugh 
shifts from the short to 
the long haul, no longer 
critiquing individual 
films so much as observ¬ 
ing general tendencies, 
which he expounds in 
scholarly essays. He points 
out, with regard to certain 
women’s films, that “The 
body was becoming a new 
organ of speech, a new per¬ 
formative apparatus.” In 
“Walking on Tippy Toes,” he 
develops the insight that 
“coming out” was a kind of 
performance, both onscreen 
and in private. 

Waugh presents all this in 
an alternately perky and 
pedantic style, which seems 
right for a reviewer who covers 
both Porky’s and Potemkin. He 
can title a chapter “Patty Duke 
and Tasteful Dykes,” then use a 
word like “intradiegetically,” while 
phrases such as “defetishization of 
the infested discharge” will drive 
many to shut the book screaming. 
Ultimately, such verbal cleverness 
gets the better of him. Readers will 
remember a comment made to 
Flaubert when he was in his novice 
phase: “You have written a diarrhea 
of pearls.” The book is just too rich. 
When every sentence seems in¬ 
spired, reading a whole page can 
prove a chore, and this is a collec¬ 
tion better browsed than read. 

But not to put down. Attentive 
readers will find on every page 
sentences so clear and insightful 
that they have no choice but to 
keep circling. Waugh is less a film 
critic than a cultural historian, 
and few have analyzed our revolu¬ 
tions with so much intelligence 
and fire. T

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Home movies from hell 


Luther Price at SF Cinematheque

T he Super-8 camera and pro¬ 
jector were once the beloved 
means by which postwar 
America could document itself, 
freezing forever, it was thought, 
reassuring images of kids’ birth¬ 
day parties, Levittown barbecues, 
Kodak Christmases, and other 
homely celebrations of unob¬ 
structed upward mobility and 
cheery conformity. But Super-8 
vanished almost entirely from the 
culture long ago, and with it went 
all those supposedly simple lives 
and dreams and homespun rituals 
it chronicled. Almost — because a 
few filmmakers have kept the for¬ 
mat alive, collapsing sometimes 
startling social and cultural cri¬ 
tiques onto the tiny frame. The 
greatest of these faithful, indeed 
one of the most powerful artists 
working in any medium today, is 
Luther Price, the subject of a long- 
overdue three-day retrospective at 
the San Francisco Cinematheque 
(June 1,3,4). 

Price is an anomaly on many 
levels. He’s gay but unwelcome by 
the gay community, which reviled 
him for the alleged homophobic 
excesses of Sodom. He invents 
alter-egos, including the short¬ 
lived “Fag” and the more enduring 
“Tom Rhoads.” He’s worked as a 
waiter, played in bands (and start¬ 
ed a country band), and “commit¬ 
ted suicide,” via a candy overdose, 
in one of his performance pieces. 
Much of his personal history is 
mysterious, in spite of his frequent 
use of himself and his family and 
their history via photos and home 
movies in his films. He was nearly 
killed (and was heavily scarred) in 
a shooting accident in Nicaragua 
in the mid-1980s. He works in a 
disreputable format, and appears 
in various guises in his own work, 
from stylized, frozen-faced drag 
queen to naked performance artist 
to clown. And he occupies the 
same contested cultural space as 
artists like Karen Finley, in being 
so controversial that his work has 
occasioned the immediate firing of 
programmers who have dared to 
show it. Increasingly revered as a 
filmmaker, he’s also made a strong 
impact in his sculpture, photogra¬ 
phy, and performance art. 

Price’s film work has an op¬ 
pressive intensity, envisioning an 
alienated world of often mindless¬ 
ly repeated rituals and poses that 
entrap and suffocate his subjects. 
He sets up a constant dialogue be¬ 
tween his compromised victim- 
subjects (often himself or his own 
family) and the equally compro¬ 
mised film stock itself. Images of 
ruptured flesh and ghostly birth¬ 
day parties are further ruptured 
and drained of life by Price’s tor¬ 
turous manipulations of the film, 
which can include chemical pro¬ 
cessing, filters, optical printing, 
rephotography, and even holes 
punched in the frame. What 
emerges is Price’s great subject — 
the breaches, breakdowns, and 
collapse of body, family, and soci¬ 
ety, and by extension all of life, in 
the face of unstoppable philo¬ 
sophical forces. What makes it 
work is the nonstop flow of extra¬ 
ordinary, unforgettable imagery. 

Unhappy birthday 

The first of the three shows, 
Home Sweet Home, is a collection 
of Price’s domestic psychodramas 
starring himself and his family. 
Home (1999) is typical, a ham¬ 
mering collage of tableaux mor¬ 


dant constructed from his own 
family photos and birthday party 
images re-photographed and re¬ 
processed, while an increasingly 
unsettling, endlessly repeated 
anecdote is told in the back¬ 
ground. While distant screams 
and melodramatic music filigree 
the soundtrack, the speaker (pre¬ 
sumably Price’s mother) seems to 
be caught in a loop, refraining 
pieces of a story the viewer is 
doomed never to hear complete. 
The images are violently ruptured: 
distorted, reversed, chemically 
burned — Price’s assaults on the 
film stock itself are a crucial part 
of his strategy — so the “happy 
ritual,” a recurring birthday party, 
has a drained, deathly look. Moth¬ 
er (1998-99) explores much of the 
same territory, this time literally 
deconstructing the filmmaker’s 
mother through repeated images 
of her seen through colored filters, 
in negative form, and all manner 
of other assaultive views. 

Another highlight of the first 
show is Green (1988), which at 
first glance appears to be a simple 
formalist study: the still, close-up 
image of a dead starling lying on 
the ground, scrutinized by the 
camera for an uncomfortably long 
time while some unknown diva 
from the ’50s croons on the 
soundtrack. But Price himself 
shows up in one of his most 
bizarre and powerful guises — as 
a partially masked drag queen, 
standing like a statue in what ap¬ 
pears to be entropy (the title, sug¬ 
gesting life, is clearly ironic), in a 
scary wig and heavy gown, hold¬ 
ing an ice cream that gradually 
melts in his hand. For Price, the 
pose — no doubt born out of the 
pressures of family life he’s 
recorded elsewhere — is all-con¬ 
suming and all-entrapping. The 
mysterious queen he portrays is 
being strangled by her own per¬ 
manent smile and the impossibly 
rigid pose she must assume in the 
film’s empty, dead world. The 
image is at once campy, shocking 
and poignant — transfixed, she’s 
unable even to eat the ice cream, 
which she holds helplessly at arm’s 
length as it melts. 

Compromised flesh 

Price has said, “I feel like the 
camellia plant. I grow, and then I 
crumble.” This sense of decorative 
rot and the imminence of death 
permeates the second show, Body 
Fluid, but with unexpected 
glimpses of otherworldly beauty. 
Ritual 629 (1990-99), for example, 
crams the screen with what look 
like glittering scars and wounds, a 
cave of mottled flesh in which a 
barely discernible naked male fig¬ 
ure (Price) is fucking himself by 
squatting up and down on a stick. 
(We can only imagine what the 
previous 628 rituals must have 
been like.) More compromised 
flesh can be found in Meat Situa¬ 
tion 04 (1997), but this time the 
context is a send-up of a 1950s in¬ 
dustrial film about medical proce¬ 
dures. Price introduces camp mo¬ 
tifs — the nurse wears a Paisley 
surgical mask, hardly regulation 
— but also some gross medical 
footage that powerfully recalls the 
near-destruction of his own flesh 
in Nicaragua. Price is constantly, 
obsessively revisiting that wound, 
clearly one of his inspirations. 
Meat Blue 03 (1999) features an 
array of smashed bodies and, par¬ 
ticularly, a detached, rotting leg 
that lies ominously at the back of 
the frame for long stretches as a 
naked, writhing Price engages in

what appears to be a peculiarly 
disgusting ritual. 

It isn’t all scalpels and paisley 
and gangrene, however; Price’s 
critique is surprisingly wide and 
sometimes hilarious. Even the 
often gruesome Meat Blue 03 in¬ 
cludes a singing cowgirl (Price, of 
course), as well as a dancing mag¬ 
got. 

Eruption-Erection (1989) uses 
found footage of a pretty-boy 
Jesus freak from the late ’70s 
singing hymns in a tacky TV stu¬ 
dio barn. This hip-huggered 
twink becomes instantly comic- 
sinister through repetitions of the 
same footage and manipulations 
of the soundtrack, which render 
his sweetly banal voice into a slow, 
guttural cry. Given the images in 
the other films, the twink becomes 
an eerie doppelganger for Price, 
equally trapped inside a forced, 
fake smile and inescapable, inhu¬ 
man poses. The filmmaker him¬ 
self appears in contrasting 
footage, in a long choker close-up 
with a finger stuck, seemingly for¬ 
ever, up his nose. 

The third show, Tell Me a Se¬ 
cret/Give Me a Kiss, contains the in¬ 
famous Me Gut No Dog DOG 
(1995), which resulted in unem¬ 
ployment for at least one poor soul 
who programmed it. Equally infa¬ 
mous, and also in this program, is 
Sodom (1989). Like all of Price’s 
films, this hardcore “Biblical epic”- 
cum S8cM porn flick exists in many 
versions. His refusal to let the work 
alone after it’s made, his insistence 
on the “aliveness” of the film-ob¬ 


ject, is one of the most exhilarating 
aspects of his work. In spite of the 
oppressive, claustrophobic im¬ 
agery, the films have a strong sense 
of life. In Sodom, which will be 
double-projected, this sense comes 
partly from Price’s consummate 
interventions, which here take the 
form of a literal film-within-a-film. 
He punched holes in the Super-8 
frames and meticulously inserted 
the porn footage, which moves 
with jackhammer rhythm against 
the rapid-cut “Sodom” footage and 
a distorted medieval liturgy score. 


The conflation of what look like 
screaming souls in hell with images 
of edgy queer sex was enough to 
get the film banned even from the 
allegedly sophisticated New York 
and San Francisco gay festivals, but 
Price’s Boschian vision deserves a 
wide audience. This retrospective is 
a must-see for anyone interested in 
the best of progressive, obsessive 
American art. T

SFS’s grand finale 


Ode to joyous programming at Davies Hall 


Violinist Sarah Chang 


Pianist Leif Ove Andsnes must 
also be singled out for his fabu¬ 
lously intelligent and sculptured 
performance of the mighty 
Brahms Piano Concerto No. 1 in 
D minor last month. It is rare to 
encounter such a fully-fleshed in¬ 
terpretation in the concert hall. 
Some players heighten the drama 
and slight the lyricism, or pound 
their way through without a ca¬ 
ressing soul. Andsnes seemed to 
balance all the elements perfectly, 
and he didn’t even appear to break 
sweat. I will be following his ca¬ 
reer with renewed interest and an¬ 
ticipation. 

The concert featuring the 
princely young Norwegian pianist 
also glowed, from the opening 
Horn Concerto No. 2 in E-flat 
major by Richard Strauss, 
scrumptiously essayed by John 
Zirbel, Principal Horn of the SFS. 
This is Strauss at his witty Vien¬ 
nese best, and the cascade of de¬ 
lightful tunes found wonderful 
voice in Zirbel’s creamy playing. 
The Schoenberg Five Pieces for 
Orchestra, Opus 16 followed as a 
tangy palette-cleanser, and MTT’s 
preceding remarks were enough 
to make any cautious listener find 
new appreciation for Schoenberg’s 
terse movements. 

That is Michael Tilson 
Thomas’s genius — to encourage 
music-lovers to experiment and 
learn to love all of the wonderful 
byways of the symphonic reper¬ 
toire. In five years, he has generat¬ 
ed more enthusiasm among play¬ 
ers and concertgoers than I have 
witnessed in close to 20 years of 
visiting Davies Hail. This season 
flew by, and I look forward to the 
American Mavericks festival in 
June and the new season in Sep¬ 
tember with keen anticipation. ▼

M ichael Tilson Thomas 
brought his fifth season as 
Music Director of the San 
Francisco Symphony to an exul¬ 
tant close last week with perfor¬ 
mances of Beethoven’s massive 
Ninth. The ultimate work to mark 
an occasion, the wonderful choral 
finale also brought a pleasing con¬ 
sonance to MTT’s splendid tenure 
here. This was the work that began 
his formal stay as leader of sub¬ 
scription concerts. 

There was also the added touch 
of again using the mezzo-soprano 
from that memorable first rendi¬ 
tion, the lustrous Michelle De¬ 
Young. Comparisons ended there, 
however, for this was hardly the 
same kind of earth-shaking expe¬ 
rience. The sum was considerably 
less than the parts this time 
around, and while the audience 
still stood for a predictably rap¬ 
turous ovation, the two prior 
weeks of concerts were far more 
illustrative of why Tilson Thomas 
is such an important musical force 
in the Bay Area and the nation. 

The evening began with typical 
promise, as the fearless maestro 
presented the SFS and North 
American premiere of Giacinto 
Scelsi’s Konx-Om-Pax (“peace” 
roughly translated into three lan¬ 
guages). This marked the orches¬ 
tra’s second foray into the re¬ 
markable sound world of the ob¬ 
scure avant-gardist; the first was 
the North American premiere of 
Aion in 1997. Once more, careful 
rehearsal and obvious enthusiasm 
revealed a wonderfully strange 
and deceptively simple music. 
Huge climaxes and static stretch¬ 
es of intense concentration forced 


players and audience alike into an 
almost trance-like meditation. 
Ever the wily diplomat, Tilson 
Thomas prepared listeners by re¬ 
marking that San Franciscans are 
most likely to tolerate and appre¬ 
ciate new sounds. 

The massage in his message 
worked, and the capacity crowd 
responded to the 20-minute piece 
with respectful attention (despite 
a few outrageous coughing fits) 
and applause that grew in intensi¬ 
ty during the several curtain calls. 
Konx-Om-Pax is full of gorgeous 
sonorities and some very startling 
effects. The organist wails away 
amidst an orchestra that manages 
to sound like Tibetan Buddhist 
horns and blaring shofars. The 
mixed chorus chants “Om,” enter¬ 
ing, as in Beethoven’s Ninth, dur¬ 
ing the last movement. The return 
to silence at the conclusion is 
wonderfully effective and linger¬ 
ing. 

So if the Ninth didn’t fare as 
well, it was still a thoroughly pro¬ 
fessional rendition. We have sim¬ 
ply come to expect more of MTT 
in the way of personal vision. This 
was a rather faceless affair — nei¬ 
ther mysterious enough at the 
outset, nor joyous enough at the 
conclusion. There were still some 
fine touches along the way. De¬ 
Young and soprano Christine 
Brewer were just right, and young 
Russian bass Denis Sedov dis¬ 
played a rather amazing projec¬ 
tion in his intonation to the “Ode 
to Joy.” That such a huge and deep 
sound could emerge from such a 
boyish face was a real attention- 
grabber. 

The orchestral playing was 
more than acceptable, and Vance 
George’s Symphony Chorus 
sounded full and balanced; they 
always do. If the slow movement 
seemed a little lumpy and the 
wonderful military band vignette 
in the finale was rather formal, the 
evening still brought the season to 
a rousing if unemotional close. 

Revving up 

The two weeks of concerts that 
preceded the last week’s were 
much more satisfying and a far 
better example of Tilson Thomas’s 
ability to make a memorable con¬ 
cert out of seemingly disparate 
parts. He also had two very differ¬ 
ent and accomplished guest 
soloists to rev up excitement lev¬ 
els. 

Eighteen-year-old violinist 
Sarah Chang did not make quite 
the same splash that she has pre¬ 
viously, but her performance of 
Prokofiev’s Violin Concerto No. 1 
in D major was indeed better than 


some of the reviews let on, and I 
admired her offbeat choice of 
repertoire. At least Chang is striv¬ 
ing towards a more complicated 
communication with her audi¬ 
ence, and she was not out of synch 
with conductor or orchestra. 

Framing her appearance, MTT 
presented a gorgeous Debussy Im¬ 
ages pour orchestre and a roof-rais¬ 
ing Ameriques by Edgard Varese. 
The maestro wallowed in the vir¬ 
tuosity of both pieces, and his 
musicians gave him some of their 
best playing all season. Is it really 
Tilson Thomas who has coaxed 
such a sweet bloom and trans¬ 
parency from the strings, and such 
a gloriously full and focused 
sound from the horns? We think 
yes, and all praise to him for that. 
No more timid talk about a 
world-class orchestra — they are 
there.

Herbert von Karajan (1961; 
RCA Red Seal) — Skip the studio 
performance for this live one from 
Vienna, with flexible, spiritual, 
theatrical leadership, Hans Hotter 
in his best-ever recorded Gurne- 
manz, the unforgettable Amfortas 
of Eberhard Waechter and a dou¬ 
ble-cast Kundry — Elisabeth Ho- 
engen as the crone and Christa 
Ludwig as the seductress. Yum. 

Pierre Boulez (1971; 
Deutsche Grammophon) — 
Whoops, there goes Boulez’s rep 
as a cold fish. This live Bayreuth 
set is the fastest, hottest Parsifal 
on discs, with a most musical 
hero (James King) and a most lu¬ 
bricious soprano Kundry, 
Gwyneth Jones, for whom the Act 
Two high notes are child’s play. 
With her rich, come-hither 
sound, Jones could get a rise out 
of a cooked carrot. 

Reginald Goodall (1985; 
EMI Classics) — Stately but 
poignant reading from Welsh Na¬ 
tional Opera, with the late War¬ 
ren Ellsworth (Parsifal), and 
Meier (again) in the best voice of 
her three recorded Kundrys. 
Note: The Amfortas (Phillip Joll) 
graduates to Wotan in Seattle 
Opera’s Ring, starting in August. 

Herbert Kegel (1993; Koch 
International) — This live con¬ 
cert performance from Leipzig is 
easily the most livable Parsifal on 
disc. Kegel was a superb choral 
director, and the opera is heavy 
on choruses. He is powerful with¬ 
out being overbearing, sexy with¬ 
out vulgarity and spiritual with¬ 
out false piety. He also has a 
strong cast, with mellifluous 
Rene Kollo (Parsifal); one of the 
world’s best vocal actors, Theo 
Adam (Amfortas); and an East 
German soprano (not a mezzo, 
notice) named Gisela Schroeter, 
who nails the second act, with a 
shapely, musical and accurate 
performance. T

f %m,m Opera’s 1999-2000 sea¬ 
son resumes on June 2, 
you may notice something odd 
but delicious. Opera for centuries 
has been the realm of the female 
diva, yet the star turns at SFO this 
summer are male.

edgy, sexy and volatile; his Gio¬ 
vanni, William Shimmell, shares 
the same traits (EMI Classics). 
For period, you’re on your own. I 
own both Norrington (Virgin) 
and Gardiner (Archiv), and never 
listen to either. 

As for The Rake's Progress, you 
can explore the elegant, bloodless 
composer-conducted version 
(Sony); Kent Nagano’s weakly 
cast (except for Jerry Hadley’s 
alert Tom) set (Erato); or the lat¬ 
est John Eliot Gardiner, with a 
superb Anne (Deborah York), the 
heavenly Ian Bostridge (this 
beautifully-colored, finely-tex¬ 
tured tenor gives me all over 
goosebumps), and SFO’s bounc¬ 
ing Bryn as Nick Shadow 
(Deutsche Grammophon). 

Parsing ‘Parsifal’ 

Then we get to Parsifal, an 
opera of which no crackpot con¬ 
noisseur can have too many 
recordings. (I have 12.) Face it, if 
you like this opera in the first 
place — with its sicko text that 
should be given without superti¬ 
tles so as not to scare the horses, 
and its sublime music — you’re 
already more than a little nuts. 
It’s a wonder that singing it does¬ 
n’t send the artists around the 
bend: Kundry is almost always 
cast as a mezzo, yet she has hand¬ 
fuls of A-flats, A-naturals, B-flats 
and B-naturals in Act Two. (SFO 
goes with soprano Catherine 
Malfitano; it’s the right idea, but 
it might be a tad late.) 

The standard Parsifal in stereo 
is Knappertsbusch live from 
Bayreuth in 1962.1 was there, but 
not at Parsifal, alas, being of the 
uninformed opinion that it was 
too long and slow for my taste. I 
still find this performance terri¬ 
bly retro, stodgy and “spiritual” 
in a pious manner. Plus, mezzo 
Irene Dalis can barely hit the 
notes; yes, Kundry is the devil, 
but she has to sound seductive 
some of the time. 

All the modern Parsifal 
recordings have something to 
recommend them. Karajan’s stu¬ 
dio effort (Deutsche Gram¬ 
mophon), despite a horrendous 
Kundry, is autumnally moving; 
Peter Hoffman (Parsifal) told me 
how the maestro conducted the 
final pages with tears streaming 
down his cheeks. James Levine’s 
1985 live Bayreuth Parsifal 
(Philips) is superior to his Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera version 
(Deutsche Grammophon), 
though the latter, starring 
Domingo and Jessye Norman, is 
easier to find in stores. Waltraud 
Meier (“I just went down on the 
entire Berlin Philharmonic, and 
you didn’t”) is as good as you get

in a mezzo Kundry, better for 
Levine than for Daniel Baren¬ 
boim’s Berlin version 15 years 
later (Teldec). 

Finally, because this is such a 
nutty opera, I tend to prefer 
slightly eccentric recordings of it. 
As the classical music business in 
America dries up, however, some 
of these sets are available only in 
imports; or have a European 
friend locate them. 

Karl Muck (1927-28; Naxos) 

— Less than half a century after 
the premiere, Muck recorded two 
hours worth of Parsifal with the 
Bayreuth and Berlin orchestras. A 
bonus is the sound of Bayreuth’s 
unique cast iron bells, destroyed 
in WW II. None of the singers is 
spectacular, but tenors Fritz 
Wolff and Gotthelf Pistor would 
be welcome today. 

Rudolf Moralt (1947; Myto) 

— The first-ever complete Parsi¬ 
fal on discs, this comes from an 
Austrian Radio account that 
doesn’t quite match Moralt’s sim¬ 
ilar Ring project. I’ll keep it for 
the conductor’s natural tempos 
and transitions, but his gut-bust¬ 
ing, barn-burning singers, with 
Anny Konetzni’s shrieking

and Italian cutie Antonio Anto- 
niozzi (Leporello). 

On June 10, the Welsh demi¬ 
god Bryn Terfel plays Old Nick in 
The Rake’s Progress, while dishy 
male alto Brian Asawa assumes 
the role of the bearded lady, Baba 
the Turk. (Asawa did this stunt 
for Swedish television, where it 
was wildly provocative; don’t ex¬ 
pect quite the same genderbend¬ 
ing effect on the War Memorial’s 
Stuffy stage.) Even Parsifal, which 
opens on June 18 (for those not 
glued to the final round of the 
U.S. Open — hey, Tiger, Duval 
and Mickelson are as cute as any¬ 
body in opera), stars a quartet of 
Wagnerian leathermen: Tom Fox,

Franz Grundheber, Kurt Moll 
and debutant Chris Ventris. 

I’m reluctant to recommend a 
Don Giovanni recording; it’s an 
opera like La Boheme, the first 
recording you learn it from will 
always hold your heart. Nowa¬ 
days, we have two choices with 
Mozart, the old-fashioned big 
band thumpers I grew up on, or 
the leaner period-instrument 
style. For the former, I like Ric- 
cardo Muti (talk about testos¬ 
terone), whose Mozart is always

Dance events in National Queer Arts Fest

R ecently, while attending a 
dance concert, a friend ex¬ 
pressed frustration with the 
fact that although the choreogra¬ 
pher was gay, all the dances he had 
made were interactions between 
heterosexual couples. Why doesn’t 
he express his own situation hon¬ 
estly, why is he still pandering to 
the straight, mainstream audi¬ 
ence? 

Although some modern dance 
companies have blurred the gen¬ 
der lines somewhat, using tech¬ 
niques from same-sex partnering 
and androgynous representations 
to open explorations of queer 
themes, most classical and neo¬ 
classical ballet companies have yet 
to let the cat out of the closet. We 
don’t have to wait for what may 
not be inevitable. The National 
Queer Arts Festival (NQAF) is 
back, beginning June 1, with a 
number of dance events that 
should satisfy a gamut of tastes. 

The Joe Goode Performance 
Group will premiere Undertaking 
Harry - Part II, along with last 
season’s Gender Heroes - Part I, 
both choreographed by Goode as 
an exploration of gender con¬ 
struction. Using the legendary gay 
rights activist Harry Hay as inspi¬ 
ration, Goode investigates the col¬ 
lision points between the ideal 
and what really lies behind the 
myth. Our relationship to larger- 
than-life personalities, how they 
influence the development of our 
individual identities, is a complex 
process along the road to self-dis¬ 
covery. Performances will run 
Thursday through Sunday, June 1 - 
4 at 8 p.m. at Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts Theater, 700 Howard 
St. Tickets are $20-25 at 978- 
ARTS. 

NQAF also has within it a 
number of smaller festivals. This 
is an important reminder that sex¬ 
ual orientation is but one of our 
many identifying traits, and that 
the multiple layers create a fasci¬ 
nating array of perspectives. The

Wacky week 

Another festival within the fes¬ 
tival is the San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Dance Festival

15, thinks our music is certainly 
diverse; in a recent interview, he 
said that the broad range of per¬ 
sonal styles is “like our civiliza¬ 
tion, which is inclusive rather than 
exclusive; and as rich as the 
Roman empire that way. And all 
this diversity releases people from 
a different mode and frees them 
up creatively. There has to be an 
independence of mind in Ameri¬ 
can music, and if we do have a tra¬ 
dition, it’s one of acquisition.” 

Harrison has acquired music 
from many sources — polkas, 
reels and stampedes ( estampies ) 
turn up as regularly in his music 
as waltzes and marches do in 
other composers’. His work is also 
enlivened by forms and elements 
from Japanese, Korean, Chinese, 
Javanese, Native American music, 
and that of medieval Europe and 
Persia. Amazingly, it never seems 
applied, but built up from within. 
Harrison also uses found objects 
as musical instruments, and he 
and his partner of 33 years, Bill 
Colvig, who died this March, have 
altered and made them, too. His 
loud and striking Concerto for 
Organ and Percussion (1972) on 
June 15 will feature some of these. 

Hand to hand 

Henry Cowell (1897-1965), 
who was gay, was also Harrison’s 
teacher, friend and mentor, and 
he’s had a huge impact on the 
American maverick tradition. Pi¬ 
anist, publisher and organizer, he 
encouraged countless musicians. 
His work drew from many multi¬ 


cultural sources and methods long 
before it was fashionable. One of 
Cowell’s most important inven¬ 
tions was tone clusters, large 
chords of adjacent notes played by 
fingers, fist, palm or whole fore¬ 
arm, and there will be lots of these 
in his 1942 Piano Concerto, which 
new music specialist Ursula Op- 
pens plays on June 16. 

Both Cowell and Harrison 
were very devoted to the grand- 
daddy of American music, Charles 
Ives (1871-1954), now widely ac¬ 
cepted as the first great American 
composer. Determined to forge a 
non-European identity for him¬ 
self, he combined materials he 
heard like marching bands and 
patriotic songs into an almost cin¬ 
ematic montage, and who but Ives 
would write a hymn/jitterbug like 
Piano Study #23? Some of his very 
original piano pieces will be 
played June 7, the 1916 Symphony 


#4 on June 9, and the 1902 Sym¬ 
phony #2 on June 20. 

A less casual but just as imagi¬ 
native way with sound marks the 
work of Carl Ruggles 
(1876-1971), whom Cowell once 
saw banging out the same chord 
for over an hour, to give it “the test 
of time.” MTT, who has recorded 
Ruggles’ small output, will lead his 
craggy, mystical, rarely played 
1933 Sun-Treader on June 9. 


Another hard-edged yet enter¬ 
taining composer is French-born 
Edgard Varese (1883-1965), 
whose Ameriques (1921) is set for 
June 16. Varese once called music 
“the most expensive noise,” and 
his music specialized in colliding 
masses of sound with lots of per¬ 
cussion, which doesn’t develop, 
but accumulates in coloristic den¬ 
sity and complex, layered 
rhythms. The composer, who 
looked a bit like actor John Tur¬ 
turro, is warmly remembered by 
many, including Earle Brown 
(1926-), who found him “pleas¬ 
ant, humorous, full of fun.” 

Brown grew up in a small 
Massachusetts town, where he 
played in its band; he later per¬ 
formed all kinds of music as a 
trumpeter in the Army. Though 
his work is experimental, he 
thinks it should be as accessible as 
any music. Brown’s 1975 Cross 


Sections and Color Fields, which 
MTT leads with on June 20 with 
his New World Symphony, is a bit 
of a departure from his ’50s “open 
form” works, which gave perform¬ 
ers lots of interpretive, almost 
composititional freedom of 
choice. Like those, Cross Sections 
has “mobile” structures which the 
conductor determines on the 
spot. Brown’s music demands the 
flexibility, timing and imagination 
one expects from a dancer or 
actor, and his piece, which sounds 
like a big band gone Zen, has an 
unfinished quality, like a 
Rauschenberg painting. 

John Cage (1912-1992), wjth 
whom Brown was closely associ¬ 
ated in the ’50s, was a hugely in¬ 
fluential figure whose works feel 
unfinished, too. Sometimes 
Asian-based or -inspired, they also 
try to eliminate the personality of 
the artist — sounds should be 
themselves. The new Naxos CD of 
Sonatas and Interludes for Pre¬ 
pared Piano is a perfect example. 
Cage’s 1982 Dance Four Orchestras 


will be done on June 16, and the 
1942 Credo in US, which he wrote 
for Merce Cunningham (his part¬ 
ner), is on June 7. His musical as¬ 
sociate Morton Feldman 
(1926-1987) will have his 1957 
Piece for 4 Pianos on June 7. Feld¬ 
man’s intensely quiet music has 
become almost popular since his 
death.

Listen up 

T he mavericks have been widely recorded. The works of Cage, 
Cowell, Harrison and David Del Tredici can be found on CRI, 
and some of the same, along with Ives, can be heard on its 
new piano disc by Anthony De Mare, a fine and very out pianist. 

Dennis Russell Davies’ performance of Harrison’s 3rd Sympho¬ 
ny is on Music Masters; the work of Meredith Monk and Reich is 
mostly on ECM and Nonesuch, while Feldman’s can be found on 
numerous labels, including New Albion. 

Varese complete is on London, and there’s a new Brown CD on 
CRI and one on Newport Classics, with our own Contemporary 
Music Players. Mackey has appeared on Bridge, and MTT has done 
a new CD of his music. Copland is, of course widely available, as 
is Ellington, both with his band and Faddis, who leads him here, has 
recorded his sacred music on Image and City Hall. T

pair of songs, she asks the audi¬ 
ence to imagine her as an English¬ 
woman in Paris, unsuccessfully 
trying to get rid of a haunted 
heart. This is a wonderful setup 
for “Paris in the Rain” and “Paris 
Is a Lonely Town.” The latter, by 
Yip Harburg and Harold Arlen, 
was originally sung by Judy Gar¬ 
land as a cartoon cat in Gay Purr¬ 
ee. Akers’ accompanist, Don 
Rebic, artfully renders arrange¬ 
ments by Mike Abene and his 
own. 

Handsome men 

“Les Couleurs du Temps,” a 
composition by Guy Beart, also 
includes lyrics in English by 
Francesca Blumenthal, whose 
“Lies of Handsome Men” could be 
a gay man’s anthem. Jason Robert 
Brown’s “Stars and the Moon,” 
from Songs for a New World, is an 
evocatively cautionary tale of 
waiting for what we want, and 
then when we get it, realizing what 
we’ve missed. An unexpected 
“Feels Like Home” by Randy 
Newman perfectly demonstrates 
Akers’ remarkable ability to show¬ 
case a composer in a fresh context. 
Trying to decide on a definition of 


“home,” she settles on a quote 
from Tennessee Williams: “the 
thing two people have between 
them.” 

At the end of the show, Akers 
offers a remedy to a haunted 
heart, the ability to start over, and 
then pulls out all the stops on the 
famous Piaf paean, “Non, Je Ne 
Regrette Rien.” A standing ovation 
produced a pair of perfect en¬ 
cores: Stephen Schwartz’ “Chan¬ 
son” and another Piaf standard, 
“La Vie en Rose” (also recorded by 
Jo Stafford). 

Among her many fans in the 
opening night audience were 
Akers’ eldest son, and Donald 
Smith, in town coordinating the 
third annual West Coast Cabaret 
Convention, where she will ap¬ 
pear. For a rare romantic ren¬ 
dezvous, take a beloved and treat 
yourself to a sophisticated soiree 
of beautiful music, magically ren¬ 
dered by a jewel in the cabaret 
crown. V

H JT aren Akers is the consum- 
Jjjff mate cabaret chanteuse. Ex- 
11 uding class, confidence and 
charisma, she holds her audiences 
rapt with her well-chosen materi¬ 
al, artfully woven into an evening 
filled with personal relevance. 

Her newest act is called Haunt¬ 
ed Heart, a tribute to Jo Stafford, 
who had a hit in 1950 with the 
Howard Dietz-Arthur Schwartz 
torch song. Fresh from the Algo¬ 
nquin Hotel’s Oak Room, Akers is 
performing at the Plush Room, 
San Francisco’s version of New 
York’s upscale venue, through 
June 3. 

The show’s title refers to Akers’ 
feeling that hers is a divided heart, 
pulled in several directions. Now 
living in London, she misses her 
husband when she performs in 
the States, but confesses to miss¬ 
ing performing when she’s in Eu¬ 
rope. To demonstrate her multiple 
allegiances, she interweaves “J’ai 
Deux Amours,” a song long asso¬ 
ciated with an expatriated 
Josephine Baker, with the tradi¬ 
tional “Shenandoah.” 

A musical melange from a 
wide variety of composers, the set 
opens with “I’m Not Afraid” by 
Jacques Brel, and later includes 
“Marieke,” another dramatic 
number by the Belgian song¬ 
writer. Akers, a devoted Fran¬ 
cophile, frequently sings in 
French, but provides “subtitles” by 
including the English lyrics or by 
acting them out so explicitly that 
their meaning is completely com¬ 
prehensible. 

At her Plush Room appear¬ 
ance, Akers is sublimely soignee, 
long and lanky in a floor-length 
black sheath, its wide white labels 
abruptly cut off so that thin straps 
reveal her porcelain shoulders. A 
tiny bejeweled bow below the 
waist sparkles wittily. While I try 
to figure out if the frock is formal 
or fun, my boyfriend says simply, 
“It’s very French,” succinctly sum¬ 
ming up the elements that make 
Akers unique. Her sensitivity and 
warm sense of humor add to a de¬ 
liciously rich voice, enveloping the 
songs and transporting the audi¬ 
ence on an exquisite emotional 
journey.

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Two men and a baby 

Jesse Green on being a Velveteen father

F or writer Jesse Green, the 
decision to become a father 
was really nothing of the 
kind. A gay man in his late 30s, de¬ 
voted Manhattanite, published 
author and inhabitant of quasi¬ 
bohemian circles, Green had re¬ 
signed himself — not unhappily 
— to the role of godfather, and 
doting uncle to his nephew and 
niece. He loved kids, but could not 
conceive of any deeper role in 
their lives, nor was he certain he’d 
want one. 

Green didn’t “choose” father¬ 
hood any more than he chose to 
fall in love with Andy, a middle- 
aged high school guidance coun¬ 
selor he met at a Long Island 
house party, one late spring after¬ 
noon. He admits only to an in¬ 
stant and purely instinctive attrac¬ 
tion when he spotted Andy 
through the kitchen window, un¬ 
loading what appeared to be a 
“bright, heavy package” for the 
party’s two hosts. An attraction 
that quickly became fascination, 
when he realized what that pack¬ 
age was, in fact — Andy’s adopt¬ 
ed 14-month-old boy. 

You might say fatherhood 
chose Jesse Green. Exactly how it 
did, and how Green responded — 
cautiously, with high hopes and 
sincere, if at first somewhat tenta¬ 
tive, joy — is detailed in The Vel¬ 
veteen Father (Villard Books), 
Green’s tender and beautifully 
written memoir. Just released in 
paperback, Velveteen Father 
earned Green this year’s Lambda 
Literary Foundation Award for 
biography/autobiography. In an 
interview last week from New 
York, where he and Andy now live 
with two sons, Erez and Lucas, 
Green shared the story behind the 
story of Velveteen Father, and his 
gratification at winning the 
Lambda Award. 

Velveteen Father is about much 
more than the meeting of Jesse 
and Andy, although the compli¬ 
cated courtship of two men and a 
baby does comprise a significant 
part. As Green himself explains, 
through the book’s initial stages, 
“I began to realize that it was real¬ 
ly about how we become adults, 
and how our own family histories 
do and do not form the kinds of 
families we choose to make.” 

Adulthood in America tends to 
be defined by default, as it were, by 
the act of having children. For gay 
men, as for childless people of all 
stripes and shades, this necessari¬ 
ly complicates things. As Green 
writes: “For gay men especially — 
but for more and more heterosex¬ 
ual women, too — the question of 
what forms a mature identity has 
been left, since the days of the sex¬ 
ual revolution, unanswered. And 
often unasked.” 

Reality check 

It seems Green has always been 
concerned with unscrambling the 
puzzle of self, with what makes us 
human, and what makes us real — 
a struggle by no means confined 
to homosexuals, though here it 
manifests itself in significandy dif¬ 
ferent ways. His 1992 novel O 
Beautiful recounts the story of 
Martin and Matt, an odd couple 
who share an apartment one sum¬ 
mer, involving every imaginable 
intimacy — except sex. Green 
shares one man’s struggle to de¬ 
fine himself in the face of discon¬ 
nection, missed connections, un¬ 
requited love: “Oh, let me touch 


one beautiful thing that lives on 
this earth — one beautiful thing 
— and have it not shrivel away,” 
Martin pleads. 

He may seem a cold fish on the 
outside — disciplined, longtime 
celibate, everything-in-its-place — 
but Martin’s insides are practically 
teeming with life, and frustrating- 
ly ill-focused longing. A scene of 
him somewhat awkwardly rocking 
a newborn baby boy strikes me as 
remarkably prescient, given 
Green’s later life and work. 

“Although my friends will tell 
me that it was clearly in my mind 
that I would one day want to have 
children, I had no consciousness 
of that [at the time],” he says. “I 
don’t know whether they were 
reading into my behavior some¬ 
thing that wasn’t true, or they 
were reading something that was 
true that I just wasn’t aware of. I 
wrote that scene out of a feeling of 
loving children, and knowing the 
transformative powers that chil¬ 
dren have, and the feeling of loss 
that some people can have if they 
feel they can’t have children, but I 
didn’t actually feel it was anything 
personal.” 

Raised in Philadelphia’s Main 
Line suburbs, and a graduate of 
Yale University, Green moved to 
New York City upon graduation, 
where he attended a graduate pro¬ 
gram in theatre, and soon began 
work as a music coordinator on 
Broadway shows. “At some point I 
realized that as much fun as it was, 

I wasn’t doing anything that was 
something of my own, and I knew 
I probably never would, in that 
field,” he says, “so I stopped.” 

Stopped working in theater, 
and resumed a lifelong habit of 
writing, an arena in which he 
found he had much greater cre¬ 
ative control, if more emotional 
outlay. In mid-1980s New York, 
with the simultaneous rise of 
crack and AIDS on the landscape, 
Green was working what he calls 
“the tear beat” — story after story 
of unwanted babies and hopeless¬ 
ly addicted mothers, of grieving 
parents and lovers, and outraged 
activists. “I would keep being 
drawn to these incredibly sad 
things, and eventually that takes 
its toll,” he says. In his spare time, 
Green wrote fiction, published in 
Mademoiselle, Mississippi Review, 
and The American Voice, which 
eventually caught an agent’s at¬ 
tention. The result was O Beauti¬ 
ful, named by Entertainment 
Weekly one of the 1992’s “best first 
novels.” 

Self realization 

After many years as a successful 
journalist and fiction writer, Green 
says the idea of writing about his 
own life came only gradually, as 
the parenthood phase was begin¬ 
ning. “I wouldn’t say that I had the 
idea to write a book, I just realized 
that a lot was happening to me, 
and it seemed I had a unique or 
semi-unique perspective, because 
a lot of it was typical to parenting, 
but a lot of it was completely atyp¬ 
ical,” he explains. 

“All my friends were very inter¬ 
ested and wonderful and support¬ 
ive and fascinated by what was 
going on, and among them was 
my agent. And at some point she 
just said to me, ‘You know, you 
have to write about this, because 
if you don’t, you’ll never write 
about anything else,”’ Green says. 
Unbelieving, he asked her, “Do 
you think anybody would want 
this book?” 

As it turns out, people did, al¬ 


though the audience for Velveteen 
Father was not who publishers 
had imagined at first. “The pub¬ 
lisher wanted the word gay in the 
subtitle,” Green says, but in what 
he admits was an ironic twist, he 
disagreed. “My being gay was the 
prism of the story but it was 
not, I don’t feel, the 
central fact of what 
I’m writing about.” 

While he certainly 
hoped for a gay and 
lesbian audience, 

Green worried the 
book might face resis¬ 
tance within the com¬ 
munity, “because it 
might be seen as pre¬ 
scriptive. Some people 
think I’m saying, ‘Gay 
people really now have to 
go out and have children.’ 

And that’s not what I’m say¬ 
ing, but I know there’s a 
great sensitivity about that. 

“I very much felt that 
this was a book that would 
appeal probably more to 
non-gay people,” he says. 

In fact, he found straight 
woman — “who really 
were in the same boat as I was” — 
to be most interested. Green says 
it was “disturbing” to find gay men 
occasionally confronting him on 
the subject, accusing him of some¬ 
how “betraying” his gayness by 
starting a family. “It’s very sad that 
people who did do a tremendous 
amount for liberation can’t make 
a further step to see that this is an-

other part of liberation 
developing,” he says. 
But, he says, “it has also 
been embraced” by 
members of the gay 
community, and 
recognition by the 
Lambda Literary 
Foundation is “very 
satisfying.” 

Despite the 
much-hyped politi¬ 
cal controversy over 
gay parenting, Vel¬ 
veteen Father has 
been overwhelmingly 
warmly received, a 
testament to Green’s 
lyrical and intelligent 
prose — perhaps also a 
reflection of sheer sta¬ 
tistical reality. As he relates in the 
book: “Fewer than half of Ameri¬ 
can families, a report stated, now 
consist of a married man and 
woman, both of the same race, liv¬ 
ing in one home with their bio¬ 
logical offspring. If this is true, 
and I hope it is, more of us are al¬ 
ternative than not, which really 


means we all are.” 

Acceptance of Velveteen Father 
by a wide audience — like accep¬ 
tance of Jesse and Andy’s family 

— has been rewarding. But Green 
insists the real satisfactions of par¬ 
enthood come from the inside. “I 
didn’t want to use children as a 
way of being liked or having the 
stigma removed — although 
those things may happen, and 
that’s nice, if it’s the next step of 
understanding about people — 
but that was still external, as op¬ 
posed to feelings which were in¬ 
ternal,” he says. 

All of which comes back to the 
title, suggested by the classic chil¬ 
dren’s story about a stuffed rabbit 
made real by the love of a child; 
and the transformation at the 
heart of Green’s story: “To be real! 

— the phrase from an old gay 
disco tune haunts my parenthood. 
A child makes you real, if you 
meet him halfway; if you come to 
him when he comes to you. Be¬ 
coming a parent — the pun can’t 
be helped — means becoming ap¬ 
parent. Not to the law; the law can 
never make you real, though it can 
make the process easier or harder. 
Apparent to myself, I mean.” T

Feel the 
new vibe 

I t was a balmy night in the Castro. 
I’d just come from Cafe Flore, 
when walking toward me down 
Market Street came one of my yoga 
buddies, Joseph, smiling brightly, his 
perfect skin and Fine facial features 
gleaming with sweat under the street- 
lamps. He’d just popped out for a 
breather and a bit of dinner from the 
grand opening of the newly remodeled 
Badlands on 18th St. near Gastro St., 
which in the 1980s had been one of my 
regular haunts. In fact it was the first 
gay bar where I ever picked up a man. 

“Hey, you should check it out,” ex¬ 
claimed Joseph after giving me a warm 
hug. “It’s great! It’s really high tech, 
with lots of shiny metal, and big video 
monitors above the bar, and it’s got a 
great dance space!” 

I could tell he’d been effortlessly se¬ 
ducing the men inside with his slen¬ 
der, muscled torso and athletic grace. 
I’d seen him shower at the Central Y 
and knew what virtues he possessed. 

What struck me was that, for the 
first time in ages, somebody in my life 
whose taste I respect was raving about 
a bar in the Castro. Oh, sure, I’d heard 
good words about The Bar on Cas¬ 
tro, and the renovated Daddy’s and 
Harvey’s, etc., but an out-and-out 
rave? Well, this I had to inspect. 

What happened to all the rustic 
wood? Gone. Thank goddess. The old 
Badlands had become a tomb. Memo¬ 
ries of the long departed hit me every 
time I walked into it in the 1990s. It’s 
hard to loosen up and feel sociable in 
such a gloomy environment, so I 
mostly stayed away. 

Plus I prefer dancing to just hang¬ 
ing around cruising and getting 
drunk, so dance venues South of Mar¬ 
ket (or private dances anywhere) have 
been a much bigger lure. 

With the newly renovated Bad¬ 
lands, Bacchus, the god of ferment¬ 
ed/distilled spirits, as well as the god 
of ecstasy, has smiled favorably once 
more on the Castro. Every face in the 
place was beaming. Through the 
crowd I edged my way, admiring the 
men and the metallic sheen of the in¬ 
terior space, lit elegantly, glowing with 
video images easily seen but not dis¬ 
tracting. The bar and bartenders were 
sleek and efficient. The pool table was 
still in its old place, but the old dive of 
a room (where I first made out in 
public) was neatly sheathed in metal. 
In the back, the dark room long fa¬ 
vored by lurking vampires (I got my 
neck sucked there a few times) was 
now a shimmering dance space, with a 
nifty barricade neatly separating 
dancers from gawkers. Bodies galore 
were gyrating. Above it all loomed the 
fancy, translucent, fully equipped DJ 
booth in which could be seen a 
bouncing, hip-swinging, head nod¬ 
ding DJ whose name I didn’t catch 
(his agent can call to complain), but 
who was spinning some hot, hot, hot 
progressive house, keeping the place 
hopping. 

The new Badlands ranks in my 
mind as a powerful symbol of a re- 
emergent Castro, It’s not a civic mon¬ 
ument, or a cultural center, it’s a place 
to boogie. Gawd, how that brings back 
memories! Bringing the fun back to 
the Castro is about the best thing that 
could happen to the neighborhood. T

Ohio man wins I ML 2000 in Chicago 

Hearts of leather

B edlam erupted in the aging 
Congress Theatre on Chica¬ 
go’s west side at almost mid¬ 
night on Sunday, May 28, when 
IML founder and executive pro¬ 
ducer Chuck Renslow announced 
that the judges had selected Mike 
Taylor of Cincinnati, Ohio to be 
International Mr. Leather 2000 — 
the first major title holder of the 
new millennium. Taylor, a 38-year 
old marketing manager for a 
major U.S. corporation, compet¬ 
ed in Chicago with 62 other 
leather men from around the U.S., 
Canada and Europe. 

A horde of gay paparazzi 
rushed the stage to capture the 
historic moment, and when the 
flash bulbs started popping to 
capture the scene, it looked like a 
4th of July celebration. 

Only moments earlier, Mr. Pis¬ 
tons Leather Scott Bloom had been 
named the first runner-up, and 
Bob “Puppy” Pedder (Mr. Boston 
Leather), the 2nd runner-up. 

The IML class of 2000 was a 
plethora of handsome, stone-chis¬ 
eled, articulate leather men who 
titillated spectators both on and 
off stage. Even a casual observer 
could detect it was going to an ex¬ 
ercise of intense probing for judges 
Bruce Chopnik, Amy Marie Meek, 
Woody Bebout, David Kloss, 
Thom Dombkowski, Jimmy Dohr, 
Eduardo Bettega-Corial and 
Lauger Valentin. It was a pleasure 
for me to work with this distin¬ 
guished group of people. 

It was obvious from the be¬ 
ginning that several hundred 
hours of preparation faced 
us. The personal inter¬ 
views were both enlight¬ 
ening and educational. 

What emerged in answer 
to the questions was a 
banquet of opinions and 
observations that 
came from the minds 
and hearts of the men. 

It was fitting that the 
winner came to Chicago to com¬ 
pete bearing the title, Mr. Heart¬ 
land Leather, a new title that 
emerged during this contest “sea¬ 
son.” It was the brainchild of for-

mer Mr. Ohio Valley Leather Mav¬ 
erick Reynolds of Columbus, 
Ohio, who had himself competed 
at IML only last year. 

The European and Canadi¬ 
an contestants provided spec¬ 
tators and fellow competi¬ 
tors a virtual emporium 
of eye candy. On stage, 
they incited the audience 
to a high degree of lust. 
This is not to detract 
from our own leather 
brothers. It was obvi¬ 
ous that several hun¬ 
dred hours of pump¬ 
ing iron had been expended 
among them. For all contestants, 
the leather gear was impeccable. 
The audience loved every minute 
of the show. 


The opening number featured 
some very talented leather-clad 
dancers who executed precision 
movements set to music that en¬ 
hanced the very butch choreogra¬ 
phy, complete with cigars and 
pronounced seductive moves.
